ON BOARD PosT-DisPatcu FLoop RELIEF 
Boat, May 17.—We arrived at Alton, Il., at 8 
o’clock last evening after a day’s work among 
food sufferers in the inundated Missouri River 
districts. No sooner had the Alton landing 
been made than a committee came on board 
from the Alton Board of Trade, which has or- 
ganized itselfintoa Flood Relief Committee. 
The visitors bore an official message from the 
Board of Trade requesting that the 
leader of the Post-DisPaTcu relief 
corps attend a ‘‘flood meeting’’ then 
being held at the Alton City Hall. The mess- 
age was promptly answered, and the Post- 
DISPATCH representative reported to the 
Board of Trade meeting at once. He was 
there informed that the condition of the 
people in the flooded district surrounding 
Alton was even worse than had been re- 
ported, that great danger threatened the 
lives of many in those districts, and that 
immediate succor and rescue must be forth- 
coming. The Flood Relief Committee had 
also received a telegram from the 
PoOsT- DISPATCH informing them that 
thirty families were reported to be in great 
dangerin the bottoms between Alton and 
the Chain of Rocks. The only way in which 
these people could be reached would befor a 
rescue boat tosend skiffs into the bottoms 
and bring the fiood-sufferers to the boat. 
They could not be located from the river. but 
asystematic search in skiffs would locate 
them and lead to their being rescued. 

The Posr-Disratcu fiood relief steamer, 
Staff and crew were at once placed at the dis- 


osal of the Alton Flood Rellef Committee for 
his work of rescue. Theoffer was accepted

amidst the greatest enthusiasm, 
a vote of thanks to the Post- 
DISPATCH was passed unanimously 
and after arranging for fresh skiffs and lan- 
term to be placed onboard the Post-D1s- 
PATCH rescue boat, the meeting adjourned. 
An immediate start for the scene of danger 
Was then decidedly in order, The additional 
Sklifs and lanterns were brought on board, a 
new pilot was placed atthe wheel, the one 
relieved having been on constant duty since 
, o'clock Sunday night, and at 10:70 o’clock 
last night,under afull head of steam, the 
POST-DISPATCH Flood Expedition set out on 
its accepted voluntary mission. The de- 
parture from Alton was marked by demon- 
strations of the vreatest enthusiasm and ap- 
reciation of the flood relief work under- 
ken by the Post-Dispatcu, round atter 
round of cheers following the brave little 
rescue steamer asshe pulled out from the 
Alton landing to begin her ali-night cruise in 
the fMooded bottom lands between the mouth 
of the Missouri and the Chain of locks.

At last, however, they disappeared 
and failed to again become visible. 

‘*They'’re gone now, sure,’’ some one said 
from the main deck, and then the long, 
walling cry of the rescue steamer’s whistie 
arose as if in lamentation. The far-reaching 
rays of the electric search-light were thrown 
inall directions through the woods but the 
three skiffs remained invisible. Once or 
twice after this, from the commanding 
height of the pllot-house, a glimpse ofa faint 
light moving away ot was obtained. Then 
they too were lostto sight from that point. 
The ‘‘midnight rescue’’ of fiood sufferers 
was under full headway. It was then almost 
12:30 o’ clock. 

Everyone except those left to watch then 
turned in fora nap, @ scarcity on board the 
rescue boat, for there is much to be done, and 
the difficulty of reaching the sufferers away 
back from the river is almost incompre- 
hensible. 

The boatmen had been lostin the darkness 
for a long time and then we heard from them. 
**Yah-hoo,’’ the riverman’scry, came float- 
ing over the water. The boat’s whistle an- 
swered and from the woods came the barking 
ofa dog, which had been awakened by the 
whistle of the boat. Again came the cry, but 
further away, and every call was answered 
by the whistle that the searchers might al- 
ways know the direction they should Keep. 
Gradually the cries grew fainter and further 
away until they were lost altogether, and 
after that the whistle was blown at intervals 
oftwo minutes. An hour passed without re- 
sults. Nothing had been heard from the 
seafching parties for three-quarters of that 
time. Then the man in the wheel house 
called attention to a dark object moving on 
the water probably half a mile away. he 
moon was half behind a cloud and only by 
watching closely could anything distant be 
seen, but in a little while we could hear the 
working of the oars. We thought tt was one 
of the rescue boats parties.

A half-hour passed. Then from the river’s 


edge to the north came the third hall. 


It was answered by the boat’s whistle, as 
had been thetwo preceding. Time and again 
the calls from the boatmen arose, growing 
nearer and nearer. The storm that had 
raged upto midnight had ceased, and the 
moon was then shining clearly. Out into its 
beams, fromthe deep shadows on the river 
bank, suddenly shot the third rescue skiff. 

THREE LIVES SAVED. 

‘*They’ve got somebody aboard,’’ saida 
voice from the hurricane deck. 

‘*‘Two women, a manand some household 
goods,’”’ added a second voice. 

The skiff. came alongside and the last 
speaker’s words were verified. A desolate 
little group sat inthe stem ofthe skiff, their 
eyesturned tothe lights of the rescue 
steamer. As the skiff came alongside a dozen 
hanas were extended to help the forlorn 
looking refugees aboard. 

The two women were hurried at once to the 
cabin and the man followed, A pot or coffee 
was soon prepared and the refugees, as they 
sataroundthe ccmfortable steam-heater in 
the cabin, still shivering from their long ride 
through the midnight biackness of the ‘‘hour 
before daybreak,’’ told their pathetic stories. 

They were Columbia Bottom people, pov- 
erty-stricken unfortunates of that malarial 
riverswamp. One ofthe women, Mrs. Lena 
Gilesler, was a not unprepossessing young 
woman of 23. 

‘*‘My husband and I,’’ gaid Mrs. Glesler, 
‘‘live on our little farm of 180 acres haifa 
mile from the mouth of the Missouri, about 
four miles from here. My husband did not 
come with me, because he wanted to stay 
and watch ourthree mules and four cows, 
which are now inthe waterinouryard. He 
sits up all night to watch them and keep 
them from straying away and _ getting 
drowned, and I watched them in 
the daytime. We have been flooded 
for eight days now, lIivinginthe garret, but 
water is now getting tothe garret.

BACK OF THE CREVASSE. 


Gallant Work of the Citizens Aided by the 
**Post-Dispatch” Relief Boat. 

On BOARD THE POST- DISPATCH FLOOD RELIEF 
Boat, May  17.—It was in the _ sub- 
merged country back of the Dig crevasse at 
Madison Landing that the Post-DIsPATCH 
flood expedition boat began its work Sunday. 
The cry had gone forth that the unfortunate 
people of that district were in waat, and it 
was known that their hoyses were practi- 


high grounds. The party, headed by ex- 
Mayor McPike, took off several Doat-loads of 
the flood-sufferers from housetops and out of 
top-story windows, and the brave little 
steamer became a genuine haven  0of 
refuge. But in several instances the rescuers 
ran across some ‘* flood Casabian- 
cas’’ who were not yet poset, to 
‘*give up the ship,’’ and abandon their littlei 
homes to the wild chaos of the Missour 
waters. In one case a man and his wife were 
found living in the upper story of their 
house, the rest of the building being sub- 
merged. The house was miles away from 
any other habitation, and as the loud hail 
froma visiting skiff reached the ears of its 
ocupants they frantically signaled the visi- 
tors to ‘‘come in,’’ that is, to pull up in the 
lake where the ‘‘clearing’’ formerly stood. 

‘*‘What can we do for you?’’ came the 
shouted inquiry from the skiff. 

**‘We are out of food and can’t get away!’’ 
answered the man inthe flooded house. ‘‘I 
ain’t got no skiff, and we’ve been unable to 
get out for three days. ’’ 

‘**Don’t you want to be taken off and carried 
to Alton? The river is rising fast and your 
house is bound to go under.’’ 

‘*Taken off? No, sir, not yet. We'll stand 
it for a while longer if you can leave us some 
grub. Don’t want to ‘refugee’ if we can help 
it?’’ 

The couple were provisioned for four days, 
and the last seen of the husband and wife 
they were still hanging out of their upper 
window watching the skiff as it went away 
through the forest. 

At Alton to-day the river front was covered 
with the refugeesand their household effects. 
Bedding, cooking utensils, furniture, etc. 
were scattered along in wild confusion, and 
the little gathering of flood sufferers pre- 
sented a decidedly pathetic picture. All 
the assistance possible wasj freely extended 
them, but the fact still remainea that they 
were homeless and ruined, the victims of the 
great overfiow of 1892. 

A FARMER DROWNED.

cally under water and that the inhabitants 
were then taking refuge in the upper stories. 
Ex-Mayor McPike of Alton, assisted by his 
son and Messrs. H. Stamford and 
L. M. Gilkerson, Sunday, before the 
steamer arrived on the i scene, had 
endeavored to organize a relief party and in- 
vadethe submerged districts inskiffs. All 
steamboats passing anywhere near the set- 
tlements in the neighborhood of the big 
break were requested to blow their whistles 
every few minutes, so that the flood sufferers 
near by might hail them for assistance or 
rescue if necessary. The district to be vis- 
ited lay about ten miles above Alton, th 
break from the Missouri! River being about a 
quarter ofa mile in width and rapidly in- 
creasing. 

The greatest danger and the greatest suffer- 
ing were reported among those farmers who 
lived some distance back of the ordinary 
limitsoftheriver. Theriverside farmers had 
skiffs and scows with which they could either 
fly from their homes atthe flood’s approach 
to the roofs of their houses, or else go out to 
collect food or other necessaries. But those 
people living farther in the Interior were lit- 
erally imprisoned in their watersurrounded 
homes, and were utterly helpless before the 
sure encroachment of the rising river. 

FEEDING THE HUNGRY. 

The relief boat’s work in that district 
was thoroughly systematic. The gallant little 
steamer left Alton with a barge in tow. On 
the barge were some twenty large skiffs and 
sufficient number of men tomanthem. A 
wholesale supply of bread in huge dry goods 
boxes was on the steamer’s deck. Leaving

with Henry Pietsmetier and some friends, left 


St. Charles with skiffs in response toa call 
for help from Kitsack (Cul de Sac), where 
several families were water-bound andin 
imminent danger of drowning. It was slow 
work forthe men, as they were obliged to 
load everything possible in the way of furni- 
ture on their sXiffs, besides carrying the fam- 
ilies themselves away. In addition to this 
they got out some live stock by swimming 
them through the deep water and wading 
through the shallows. After tolling for six- 
teen or eighteen hours they accomplished 
the task. Six families were thus saved from 
a very perilous position, if not certain death, 
These families were John Drilier’s, for whom 
they had to make three toilsome trips 
the sloughs and through the shallows, 
Weildey’s, John Westerfeidt’s, the two 
man families and that of Jacob Stein.

. EBecaping the bridge, and broken 
into three swollen torrents by its contact 
with the pliers, the Missouri then surged and

like so many frailtwigs. The spectacle pre- 

sented by this sudden ‘‘agitation of the 

waters,’’ wasin itself intensely picturesque 

and fascinating, but it meant a desperate 
fight for the staunch little rescue boat. 

BATILING WITH THE TORRENT. 

The first force of the rapids was struck by 
the steamer about one hundred yards below 
the bridge. A very perceptible shock anda 

ulver running the entire length of the boat

full exertion of her utmost power. 
So strong was the shock that at fts initial 
moment its force swerved the Percy Swain 
from her course, turning the bow of the boat 
from its ‘*‘dead point’’ between the second 
and third piers of the bridge towards the 
shore onthe &t.

The fullforce of the 
steamer’s 240 horse-power single compound 
engine was brought to bear in the strugyle at 
this critical moment. The boattrembied all 
over like a thoroughbred horse on the verge 
of arace. The fierce opposition offered the 
fiood-current caused the wavestodash up 
against the boat’s bows until the lower deck 
was drenched back to the boller-room.

Pulling the St. Cherles Ferry Boat Fawn 
Out of a Wheat Field. 


On Boarp Post-Disratcn FLoop RELIEF 
Boat, May 17.—Throwing off the line from 
the barbed-wire fence the Postr-Dispatcu 
flood boat backed out into thesgtream and 
started for Oul de Sac, which was called

As we 
drew near the ferry we saw Capt. John 
Able, her master and ason of Harbor Commis- 
sioner Dan Able, going ashore in a small boat. 
He motioned to us to tieup at the bank 
toward which he was making. It was a 
ruined wheatfield but was still about two feet 
out of water and made a splendid landing. 
There was nothing totie to, but the anchor 
was carried out into the field and one of ber 
flukes driven into the soft soll. 

Oapt. Able had read the huge streamers on 
the boat’s sides which read ‘‘sr. Louis Posrt- 
DISPATCH,’’ and had seen floating from the 
jackstaff the fag with ‘‘Flood Expedition 
upon fttand ashe walked up to the boat he 
looked up at Capt. Truax, who was standing 
on the hurricane deck, and said: 

OUR SIGNS WERE TESTED. 
‘*‘Captain, I am going totest your signs.’’ 
‘*Go ahead,’’ said Capt. Truax, ‘‘we can

‘*All right,’’ responded Capt. Able. He 
came on board and joining Capt. Truax 
andone of the Post-DisPaTCH correspond- 
ents, said:

Capt. Able was profuse in this thanks and 
called at once to his crew to man the yaw!

The yaw! started out witha 
boatman in the bow seat, City Marshal Schut- 
ten of St. Charles at the second oarsanda 
man In the stern. They came toward us 
with a steady stroke until they reached the 
terrific current and then they stopped. It 
was driving harder than they were pulling. 

‘*Tney can’t make it,’’ said Capt. Able,and 
then shouted tothem: .‘‘You can’t make ft, 
go back!’’ 

HARD AT WORK. 

But tnstead of turning back they struggled 
harderand steadily and gained until finally 
they came to within a dozen feet of our boat. 
The end of the hawser was thrown and the 
man inthe stern caughtit. The rousters on 
the Swain began paying outand like a flash 
the yawl turned and darted for the Fawn. 
The current was taking the slack ofthe haw- 
sew down stream and it floated fifty yards 
down below them. The yawl had nearly 
crossed the current and was almost in still 
water where rowing would be comparatively 
easy, when Mr. Schutten broke an oar-lock. 
Every manon the Fawn watched them in- 
tently for they thought that their chance for 
relief was gone, but the boatman dropped 
one of his oars and with one each they pulled 
and slowly brought the yawl and hawser up 
to the boat’s edge. 

Twenty eager men grabbed it, but it was 
hard pulling to get it tothe bow ofthe boat, 
for the current had carried the yawl down 
stream, and when she reached the Fawn she 
wasatthestern. The hawser was dragged 
at last to the bow and made fast to the cable. 
Then the signal to start was given. The Fawn 
put on all steam, and her little wheel threw 
the dirty water twenty feet. The PostT-DIs- 
PATCH steamer struck out for mid-stroam 
and the hawser begantostraighten. As the 
slack came in ana the curve grew shorter,the 
hawser cametothetopofthe stream. Sud- 
dently it leaped intotheair. Itthrew a line 
of spray along its whole length. It blurted 
out like the smoke when a regiment fires a 
volley, and then the hawser danced along the 
water, and one line after another of spray 
leaped in the air and fell back 
like raio on the river. The 
spectacle was wonderfully beautiful 
but most of the spectators were more deeply 
interested in what was to come. The Percy 
Swain, with her tremendous engines, Kept 
her head straight for mid-stream. When the 
hawser length was reached there was a jolt 
and a jar, and thenthe Fawn’s nose began 
slowly to swing out.

The Madison and Venice Levees Guarded 
by Armed Men-—A Grave Crisis. 


The excitement at Venice and Madison con- 
tinues at feverheat, Since Sunday morning 
the Chicago & Alton officials, assisted by citi- 
zens of Madison and employes of the Madison 
Car-shops, have been working at the threat- 
ened breakin the ©. & A. R. R. track, where 
the break of 1883 occurred. Several cars of 
stone and thousands of sacks of sand were 
placed in position to protect the track, which 
is yet safe and is expected to hold out. Since 
Sunday morning the water has been pouring 
over the railway at Nameoki for a 
Space of a mile or more in width and 
to a depth of one to eleven inches. 
The water first filled allthe low lands near 
Nameoki and extended east over the fine 
farms in that district and poured tnto Long 
lake.

This, it was hoped, would protect Madison 
but it would have submerged all of Kast 
Venice. Twohundred men were working on 
the ditch at 9o’clock this morning, when the 
Venice authorities, having heard of the move, 
notified the Madisonians that unless they 
filled up their ditch the levee back of Broon- 
lyn would be cut and the wate 
Madisop from that side, 


then abandoned and the ditch filled up. at 10 
o’clock the water had almost reached 
the car-works and will be over the 
greater part of Madison by - night. 
Cellars are being cleared out, furniture re- 
moved to the second floors of houses and 
preparations made for the flood. 

How much water will come from the 
Nameok!i overflow ‘remains to be seen. Two 
trains were sent up this morning with stone 
and 10,000 sacks of sand will be put in in an 
attempt to stop the fow of water across the 
©. & A. track there. Should this attempt 
succeed the greater part of Madison and East 
Venice will yet be saved from overfiow. The 
citizens are all prepared for the worst, how- 
ever, and should the water reach the stage 
reached In 1888 east of the rail- 
road everybody will be prepared for it. 
Brooklyn is entirely iooded andthe water is 
coming up against the levee between that 

ointand Venice. Rumors being circulated 

astevening thatthe Brooklyn people would 
cut this leveeto relieve their town ofa por- 
tion of its water, Levee Commissioner Frank 
McCambridge sentdown a force of forty-five 
men, armed with shot-guns, who guarded 
the levee ae the night. This morninga 
Small stream of water was discovered com- 
ing through near the bottom of this levee, 
about three hundred yards west of the Wa- 
bash Railway. A force of men was putto 
work with sacks of earth, tarpaulins, etc., 
to stop the water and expect to succeed 
though the situation is dangerous. Should it 
break at this point the scenes of 1883 will be 
repeated, 

he Wabash Rallway tracks at the Venice 
& Carondelet Belt crossing are washed out 
and no trains have come out from East 8t. 
Louis this morning. 

The St. Louis morning papers 4!d not arrive 
at Venice until near noon and came by way of 
the Merchants’ Bridge. 

Citizens of Madison who have worked hard 
for the safety of the town are indignant 
at the course of the Madison Improve- 
meat Co., whose officials have 
inace no attempt to assist in protecting the 
town. They believe that with .a little more 
effort the water could have been checked at 
Nameoki and the town protected. 

A large part of Madison is above the hich 
water mark of 1883, but the shops of the Mad- 
ison Car Works and the cooperage works of 
the Standard Oil Co, are below this grade and 
will be endangered.

MADISON IN DANGER, 


A Number of People Make a Narrow 
Escapes. 


The people of New Madison are ina state of 
doubt and fear to-day which they are striv- 
ing to relieve by a confidence in the location 
of the city and the rapid work ofthe 


Chicago & Alton at Nameoki, a station on 
that road, six orseven miles from Madison. 
The great danger to Madison is a backset 
which has come in from Nameoki, and 
flowed down through an old siough about 
a mile east from the Alton track until it 
reached the German Church, wherethe water 
took an east by south course 
toward the Madison Car Shops. 
There is a group of small frame 
houses abouta hundred yards northeast of 
the Madison Car-shops, and occupied by a 
dozen families. The location of these houses 
in Madison might be said to be near State 


Street, on Lleventh and Twelfth streets. 


The water was not in sight of these houses 
last night, but this morning at5o’clock it 
was within 100 yards of them, and at 9 o’clock 
they were totally surrounded, 

The people who lived in the houses saw 
their dangerand madea hasty escape. The 
big gates of the Madison car shops 
were thrown open, a car was 
run out on a switch on 
west side of State street, and the flooded 
residents began to fillthecar with their be- 
longings. When a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
drove upto the scene at llo’clock to-day 
with Dr. Joel Parker, a prominent 
citizen of New. Madison, the car was sur- 
rounded with the wivesand children of the 
owners. Ayellow dog lay onthetopof the 
carand two littie pigs, tledto the brake of 
the car, wallowed in- the yellow earth. 
William Koss, Phillip Kelly and Albert 
Farrer had stocked the car with their 
aes ym € The other occupants of the flooded 
patch of residences, John Abraham, William 
schaeffer, Charles Woods, 
Levi Hutchinson, Bowles and 
Davis, did not think the danger 
too greatto trust their furniture In the 
houses. 

A group? of Madison citizens stood at 
Eleventh and State streets and watched the 
devastation. ‘lIhefifty or sixty teams and 
ind men engaged in cutting a passage- 
way throngh State street to let the 
water down on the east side ot the Alton 
track, had been stopped. The general opin- 
ion of the citizens was that Madison is safe, 
but things look mighty blue. At 11:30 o’clock 
to-day, the sunken ground surrounded by the 
raised streets near the car shops was full 
and little streams were driveling out be- 
neath the plank walks toward the lowland

Flood Sufferers Who Have Lost Their 
Homes and Are in Want. 


From all points comes sad promise of terri- 
ble suffering. Hundreds of families driven 
from their homes in the sea between St. Louls 
and the Missour! River are now in want. 

Hundreds of thousands of acres of promis- 
ing land have been submerged and the crops 
destroyed, Stock has been drowned and the 
little goods of home ruined by the rising 
waters or swept away by the floods. 

Waitingand hoping that that would not 
happen again which had only happened 
three times infifty years, they waited and 
walted until it wastoo late and the waters 
had risen over night, cutting them off. 

The news comes that the river will rise 
still higher to-night, swollen by rains now 
confidently predicted. 

It will be many weeks before the poor people 
will be able to return to their ruined homes 
from the tents and temporary quarters. 
The suffering inthe meantime will be great 
unless those who can afford it come to their 
relief, 

The Post-DispaTon flood expedition, which 
started out purely for the purpose of ac- 
curately covering the news of the inundation 
on a chartered steamer with a double crew, 
and run at an expense of $500 a day, has been 
pressed into the work of relief.

Bissell’s Point Under Water To-Day— 
Families Flooded Out. 


Bissell’s Pointis under water to-day. The 
Point is located at the foot of Ferry street and 
its principal industry is the lumber trade, It 
is the principal point for distrivution of the 
60,000,000 feet of lumber that comes to 
St. Louls in rafts every year. There are 
about a half dozen families * who 
occupy the Point. When the 


water rushed in yesterday it moved witha 
velocity of twenty-five miles an hour, and 
the roar could be heard distinctly for several 
blocks in the surrounding neighDorhood. The 
current threatened to wash away 
the first floor of the Lumber Ex- 
change, a two-story brick saloon, owned 
and occupied by Henry Lange, a prominent 
lumber contractor. There was no time to 
get out any of the bousehoid goods, but Mr. 
Lange and his family got outon Ferry street 
and waited till the raging torrent 
let loose from its 

exhausted its force. 

hundred spectators, expected 

house crumble and fall, but fortunately the 
water changed its coursea few seconds after 
the break, and that alone saved the dwelling 
from destruction. This morning all of the 
lower floors are soaking under ten 
feet of water. Capt. Thomas Parker’s 
family, just to the west and “north 
of Lange’s place, are safe so far, but their 
home its surrounded on all sides with from 
five to|ten feet of muddy water. Mrs. Hooker, 
who pccuples the two-story brick on 
the southwest corner of the Levee 
end Main __ ¢treet, had to move to 
the second floor retty suddenly last 
night when the water rusbed in. In the 
same neighborhood Willlam Banks, a lumber 
plier, occupied a one-story frame. The force 
ofthe water rocked itlike a cradle and he 
had ta get out with his family to Broadway, 
The fiood left its mark to-day ata point fifty 
feet wide on the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy embankment between Angelica 
and Ferry street, but nearer the latter. The 
river men saw what was coming for the rest- 
less river has been splashing over the bank 
all the way from Ferry street to Bremen ave- 
nue for several days past. They had a des- 
perate and long but vain battle. 
The water poured in with alarming 
quickness, and in halfan hour after the break 
there wasa stretch of territory four blocks 
long and three blocks wide covered with water 
up to the levee of the greatriver. In the 
lumber yards of the Knapp, Stout & Co. Com- 
pany front on the river front, Bremen 
avenue and Hallstreet, there are 6,000,000 
feet of lumber indiscriminatety tossed about 
inthe water. At the Levee and Angelica 
street the lumber yards of Leonard Ainsley, 
who had 1,000,000 feet of dry stock piled up, is 
under water and in hig office it is 
washing the top of the business 
desks, When the river left its main 
body Mr. Ainsley just had time to gather up 
some important business notes and get out 
onto the street, three blocks away. With 
this break there!s now nowhere from Palm 
street north tothecity limits, seven miles, 
any evidence of the city wharf except a few 
hundred feet at the foot of Bremen 
avenue, At the foot of East Grand 
avenue there isa current to-day, close into 
shore, thatis estimated by old steamboat- 
men to berunning atthe rate of twenty to 
thirty miles an hour. The most powerful of 
the Upper Mississipp! boats would find a difi- 
cult struge@le to master the force of the water 
atthat point. Atthe footof Bremen avenue 
the Union Stock Yards force under the direc- 
tion of Col. Don N. Palmer are working day 
and night to keep the water out and have so 
far been successful. The yards are below the 
surface of the river ten feet, Col. Palmer 
estimates the damage, if the yards 
should be flooded, at $25,000. The flood 
of 1583 carried them out of sight, and was fol- 
lowed by an expense of $40,000. Col. Palmer’s 
precaution and anticipation of the flood has 
been worth $25,000 to the corporation of which 
he is the business head. The Knapp, Stout & 
Co. Company have so far evaded the 
flood, but there has been constant danger 
ali tne time, and it was only by a determined 
battle day and night that its progress was 
thwarted. The flooding of the Salisbury 
yards of the company would entail a loss of 
$150,000 or more, Oklanoma is one of the 
most wretched and deserted-looking 
shanty towns of all that line 
the north and south ends of 
the wharf.

The Elevator Dike Gone—Great Damags 
Done to Manufactories. 

The situation along the riverfront in Car- 
ondelet remains unchanged. There was a 
rise of one and a half inches during the 
night. Nearly every home alongthe banks 
is deserted, At the Carondelet 


Elevator the dike has been washed away 

and at the northeast corner of the rock wall 
a large gap has been discovered, through 
which the water seepstothecellar. About 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon two barges be- 
longing tothe Gray Iron Barge Line broke 
away from their moorings ana drifted 
down the river. On board were two 
watchmen. Intelligence reached here this 
morning that one of the barges was caught 
at Oliff Cave and that the other was drifting 
swiftiy downto Cairo. The River Des Peres is 
lacking but five inches of being level with the 
Broadway bridge. 

At the City Work-house the. water has 
seeped through tothe quarry. Only a small 
portion of the quarry can be utilized for the 
prisoners. The Missouri Car & Foundry 
shops are under water as is also the St. Louis 
Glass Works at the foot of De Kalb street. 
East Carondelet cannot be approached. 
There is not a dry spot for four miles around, 
The unfortunate people there have lost every- 
thing. 

DAMAGE TO FACTORIES. 

The amount of damage done to dwellings 
and manufactories in Carondelet by the flood 
is estimated up in the thousands. 

At the Walker basket and woodenware 
manufactory, at the foot of Bowen street, 
the new engine-room and the cotton 
log receiving station, were the only places 
that were submerged. Mr. Walker said that 
the damage done so far would reach $100, and 
logsthat were lost would figure up to about

The French Chemical Smelting Works 
located at the foot of Haven street, cannot 
be reached on account of the water, 
and no one connected with the place 
could be seen to state definitely 
the amount of damage done, but new 
furnaces, engines, pumps and retorts were 
recently putin, and the damage to these will 
amount, it is supposed, in the neighborhood 
of $800. The building go far is not impaired, 
The Missourilron Furnace fs not suffering 
any loss On account of the flood, 

The Marshall! Bros.’ new oll and whitenin 
works, which ts being erected at the foot o 
Krauss street, has suffered a slight loss, but 
not sufficient to hinder the work going 
on, The Glendale Zinc-works suffers 
the greatest loss. Three hundred men 
have been thrown out .of employ- 
meat and the furnaces have been blown out. 
The retorts are being kept Warm so that 
when the water recedes work willl begin 
without much delay. The damage done 
by water has only impaired the furnaces. 
The shut down will entail quite a loss to the 
company. 

The Carondelet Elevator at the foot of Stein 
street, has suspended operations, throwing 
seventy-five hands out of work. The dam- 
age done to the buildingis as far as can be 
seen slight, the only great Gamage being 
the dyke which was erected there 
in 1881.

Oo. & M. Embankment Still Holds firm— 
The Raging Cahokia. 


Property owners on St. Clair avenue, in the 
vicinity of the National stock Yards, are 


alarmed to-day at the continued rising 
of Cahokia Creek. The creek is now a fierce 
stream andisrushing backward ata furious 
speed. Since yesterday morning it rose 
fully three feet, and the bridge 
and tunnel main track leadingtothe Stock 
Yards was on a level with the water at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. The _ side-tracks 
were entirely covered and the water was up to 
a :level with the roadway of the big iron 
bridge spanning the Cahokia. On the west 
and north as far as the eye could reach there 
was nothing but water and trees. 
The willows were ali hiddén and only the tall 
trees could he seen sticking above the surface 
of the roaring torrents. 

As was explained in the Post-Dispatonu the 
Cahokia is forced up hill by the immense 
pressure of the Mississippi backwaters, The 
rise Is oxpeeves to continue, and by to-mor- 
row it wiil be found next to impossible to get 
outany of the refrigerator cars from the 
Nelson-Morris Packing-house, located at the 
yards. The water up to this. after- 
noon had forced its way into the 
cooling cellars of the East St. Louis Provis- 
ion Co.’s cooling rooms flooding fully 
$60,000 worth of stored beef, mut- 
ton anda pork. Whittaker’s packing 
house was also under water, but workmen 
were busily engaged removing the meats 
from the basement to the upper floors. 
These establishments are just west 
ofthe stock yards and are connected with 
them, by runs over which cattle, hogs and 
sheep are driven to the slaughter. They 
are more than half a mile 
eastoftheriver. Yet there is fuliy 20 feet 
of water between their location and the rag- 
ing Mississippi. 

Mayor Stephens had a force of men at work 
all night patrolling the O. & M. embank- 
ment just north ofthe town. There isa reg- 
ular sea on the other side of it 
and if it ever breaks the 
water willrush down on the city and do im.- 
mense damage. Even the higher 
parts might suffer from such a 
flood, A slight break was discovered 
near Gross’ store last night, but the Mayor’s 
watchmen soon discovered itand stopped it 
up with bags filled with sand and heavy 
stones. 

This afternoon Mr. Voelker, a large prop- 
erty oyner in the northern section, said he 
thoughtall dangerof a break in the O. & M. 
embankment was over. ‘‘But if she should 
break,’’ he said, ‘‘there would certainly be 
much damage.’’ 

The sewers in the northern end of town, 
particularly on Third street, continue to dis- 
charge large volumes of water. The high 
state of water in theriver makes it impossible 
for the sewers in some of the sections to carry 
of the sewae. On the contrary it 
is forced back with volumes of river water. 

In the upper sections of the town there are 
large pools here and there, but this is only 
deep water. The business or upper sections 
are still with one or two exceptions high and 


ary. 

‘ihe switchmen who worked at the stock- 
yards tracks this morning wore rubber boots 
and some of them Stood In water up to their 
waists. The engines have high fire-boxes 
and run through the water with as much ease 
as a gondola makes its way through the 
watery streets of Venice. 

A big scare aroused the people of East &t 
Louis this forenoon and for a time visions o 
wild floods occupied the thougnts of the 
timid who have n anticipating disaster.

But as 
the sifuation appears now there is not much 
danger to the heart of the city from that 
source, as the pressure against the em- 
bankment has been greatly relieved 
Dy the water flowing into the chain 
of sloughs on the Island. In fact, it is claimed 
by Mayor Stephens and other officials that 
last night’s developments show the business 
portion ofthe city to be out of Ganger. The 
fact that Cahokia Creek,which has been bank 
full where it crosses Broadway and Missouri 
avenue since yesterday morning, only raised 
three or four inches in twenty-four 
hours at that point is understood to 
indicate that there will be no further rise, or 
at least not enough to alter the present 
phase of the situation. A gauge at the 
Martell House showed at noon to-day 
that the creek has risen but two inches 
in eighteen hours, and under such conditions 
an overtiow tothe east is not to be feared. 
The rise inthe upper part is due to a rush 
from the river throush the lowlands. This 
forenoon 3800 car loads of dirt were dumped 
on the creek bank at the weak point 
between Broadway and Missourl avenue to 
Strengthen the slight embankment thrown 
up yesterday afternoon. The dirt was depos- 
ited between; the Big Four and Caliro 
Short Line tracks, and banked up s50 
astoformasolid protecting wall. This em- 
bankment will be completed before night 
and the only weak point in thecentral part 
of the city will be thus made perfectiy 
secure. Passengers on incoming Air 
Line and Short Line trains this morning re- 
ported that the big lake at Centerville 
Station, Known as Pittsburg Lake, was 
rapidly being filled with back-water 
from the river. When the Air Line train 
which reaches East St. Louis at 10:15 a. m., 
passed Over the lake, the water was rising at 
the rate of six inches per hour and was rush- 
ing like a torrent through the small 
openings between the north and 
south divisions of the lake. It was seen 
early this morning that the Short Line tracks 
were in danger, and train loads 
of stones were sent to the lake and used 
to strengthen the embankments. Though 
the Cairo Sbort Line tracksare neafer the 
south end of the lake, where the back water 
comes in, it seems that those of the Air Line 
are in greater danger for the reason that 
they cross the body of water almost in the 
center, where itis very wide. At the point 
where the Short Line tracks cross the lake Is 
very narrow and shallow, and the trestle 
being much widerthan that of the Air Line, 
the pressure on the roadbed is not nearly 
so great. At the rate the water 
was rushing in this morning, the Cairo Short 
Line tracks will be under water before night 
and the water may even reach the Louisvil,e 
& Nashville track, which is but a shor'’t 
distance fromthe upper end of the lake.

On this little isle, 
hemmed in on all sides by water, 
is a solitary cow, apparently completely 


oblivious and indifferent to all around and 
about her. She had evidently been left by 
her owners when they weredriven from the 
piace by the flood. In their haste to save 

hemselves and their other property,. the 
family had probably forgotten all about the 
unfortunate cow. Now there isa half mile 
of water between her and the present Illinois 
shore line, while the Missouri shore is much 
farther away. Yesterday afternoon the 
little plat of land on which she 
stood was scarcely six inches above water, 
anda slight rise in the river was certain to 
forcedthe poor animal from the very limited 
area of mother earth that was still left her; 
stillshe stood there complacently munching 
the grass and calmly wagging her tall. 

A BIRD’S PERILOUS POSITION. 

As a tug passed up the river yesterday 
afternoon with a small party of excursionists 
aboard a little sparrow was sighted perched 
on topof atrunk of atree which was being 
hurled rapidiy down stream in the current. 
The NUHttle thing seemed to be clinging 
to the log for dear life. The log may 
have come from the banks of some creek in 
distant Minnesota or far away Montana. 
Probably the bird was.on the tree when the 
jatter was struck by the swelling creek and 
swept in yossibly through two or threw 
streams and finally carried into the broad 
and angry Missouri or Mississipp! River. Per. 
haps he had been several days floating down 
this farand during that time he must have 
been without food and dared not sleep lest he 
should be swept off his strange craft into the 
torrent of the river and drowned. Then how 
often must that round hulk of tree been 
overturned in its journey down the river 
forcing the bird to jump from his place and 
alight on the side of the log which 
remained on top. These are the thoughts 
which tmmediately came tntothe mindsofthe 
excursionists, when they beheld the bird 
and pity for him touched their hearts. They 
felt that if he was not rescued he would be 
swept down into the Gulf of Mexico and from 
there tothe expanseless Atlantic, if he was 
not thrown into the water and drowned be- 
fore he reached there. In efther event it 
meant death to him, they felt, and the ladies 
crie@to the captain to save the 
a horrible thought came 
minds. Might not the 
come alarmed at their approach, and in 
attempting to escape leave the log and be 
drowned? While they were debating how 
par had best approach him, the bird, as if 
divining their intentions, sprang from the 
log and flew off. He flew straight for the 
west shore of the river, high over the houses 
on the Levee front he went and he was soon 
lost to sightinthe distance. He is atm 
out at Forest Park now enjoying himself, 
The darling little bird had taken a fide ofa 
few blocks on his strange craft and tiring of 
the sport, sought others.

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VIEWING THE SCENE. 


Immense Crowds Behold the Mig 
River on Its Rampage, 
Never before yesterday did such a tide of 
humanity fiow from the habitations of this 
city to gaze upon the Father of Waters.

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RIVER MEN DOUBT IT. 


They Say the Water Is Not Likely to Rise 
Further. 


Down on the Levee the river captains sit on 
their wharf boats and speculate on the pros- 
pect. On one side they can see that

Levee; on the other they have the swift cur- 
rent speeding past ata rate of nine miles an 
hour; and above isasky which may rain or

**] hear to-day thatthey expect a rise of 
five inches here,’’ said Cant. Ketfliein of the 
Consolidated Coal Co., ‘*bnat I doubt it.

ON THE ILLINOIS RIVER. 


Capt. Roehrig of the White Eagle Tells of 
His Last Trip Up That River. 

The stern-wheel steamer White Eagle came 
in from the lilinois River at 10 o’clock this 
morning and landed at the foot of Carr 
street. Capt. R. Roehrig, worn out 


with almost constant work for three days and 
nights, told an interesting story of his trip 
Up the Mississippiand Illlinols Rivers. ‘‘We 
had a rather tough trip,’’ said the Captain. 
**¥rom Naples to the mouth of the Illinois 
the water has spread over the valley on both 
Sides asfaras the eye cansee. The levees 
have broken and let in the water 
back of Naples. At almost every land- 
ing the warehouses were in water up to 
their second story. Wetook on grain from 
windows inthe second floor and the roof. 
Going up I landed on Second street at Camp- 
Ville, and coming back I tied up against 
the hotel, which is away back in the 
town. I took about twenty people out of 
their houses along the route and carried 
them tothe nearest towns. The houses all 
along the river were under water up tothe 
second floor, and the natives knowing we 
would be along there, waited forus. None of 
them were in very great danger unless a bad 
storm or a sudden rise came up. We 
have got on board about 220 hogs, 

cows and calves and five horses 
which we brought down with usto sell. The 
owners, about twenty in all, came down with 
us. They are going to sell, because they 
have no piace tw leave the stock. Unless the 
water rises very suddenly there will be no 
danger Of loss of life on the Illinois as far up 
as Naples. Orops, ofcourse, are destroyed 
andsome buildings will be washed away,

THE MISSOURI SEEKING A NEW OUTLET. 

ALTon, Ill., May 17.--The government 
gauge here this morning registers the river at 
80.3 feet, arise of four-tenths of a foot in 
twenty-four hours. No further harm has 
been done since yesterday. The levees are 
all gune and a few inches more or less in the 
Nooded lands ‘s of little consequence. 


Train service to St. Louis ts still interrupt-

Should it go over 
this, it would plunge in an irresistible 
avalanche down a seven-foot grade into the 
Mississippi. The effect would be to change 
the course of the Missouri and bring the 
mouth six miles above instead of eight miles 
b-low Alton. Hundreds of people patrolled 
the dangerous point to-day and 
noted every ripple of the 
turbulent tide beating against the 
land. Far beyond, in several feet of water, 
is the deserted C,, B. & Q. railroad camp, ana 
the fall of the extension to the new Missouri 
bridge stretches like a black ribbon, the only 
ground above water for miles around on the 
inundated farms. 


THE GYPSY CREVASSE. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 17.—The latest advice 
received from the Gypsy crevasse is to the 
effect that the break continues to widen at 
the rate of about ten feet an hour, 


United States amd State engineers and 
raliway oniciais will make a  con- 
centrated effort to close the break. 
Materials and men have been 
sent from thiscity. Labor norexpense will 
be spared to repairthe break. Division Su- 
perintendent King of the Mississippi Valley 
road and a number of lilinols Central officers 
are now at the crevasse. By daylight to- 
morrow all material will be on hand when 
the work of closing will be vigorously 
pressed. 

A message received at’a. m. this morning 
from Mr. John C. Chaffee near the Gypsy 
breaks says: ‘*The break is now 150 to 175 
feet wide. We have started cribbing and 
it stands well. There is a large 
batture in front of the break 
at least 2,000 ft.wide. The water stands from 
four to six feetallover this batture except 
about thirty-five feet whichisa slough run- 
ning from the river direct to the break in the 
levee. This chanel is about twelve feet 
deep. Weneed all the assistance we can get 
and with heroic efforts we bope to close the 
break.’’ 

RAINING IN IOWA. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Io0., May 17.—After two 
days fair weather the. hardest rain-storm of 
the season began this afternoon. This about 
completes the discouragement of Central 
lowa farmers, Highways are impassabie in 
all directions.

FALLING AT KANSAS CITY. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 17.—Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy rains of last night and early 
this morning the Signal Service observer at 
noon reports the Missouri River at this point 
to be still falling.

A Bill In Congress to Give Them 
American Registry. 


AUSTIN CORBIN AND ASSOCIATES TO BE 
THE PURCHASERS. 


Harbor Defenses Discussed in the Senate 
—Monument to Baron Steuben Author- 
ized—National Art Association Meet- 
ing—The President Will Go to Roches- 
ter on Decoration Day. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—Mr. Chandler 
introduced in the Senate to-day another bill 
to give American registry to prospective 
United States cruisers. It recited that Austin 
Corbin of New York and his associates pro- 
pose to incorporate a company under the 
laws of New York known as the American 
Steamship Co., with a capital 
of at least $10,000,000 for the pur- 
porse of constructing and purchasing 
a fieet of first-class passenger steamers to 
run between New York and ports in Great 
Britain, and enacted thatall the vessels so 
owned, if not less than 5,000 tons burden and 
capable ofa speed not less than nineteen 
knotsan hour, which might be acquired 
by purchase or otherwise by the com- 
pany after the passage of this act 
should be entitled to American registers on 
the same terms as those granted tothe 
steaniships City of Paris and City of New 
York, andtoall other privileges granted by 
the act of May 10, 1892, providing thaton 
making application for such registry fora 
foreign built ship said Corbin and his asso- 
cilates shall show that they have contracted 
to build In an American ship yard a vessel of 
equal or greater tonnage. 

The Senate resumed consideration of the 
naval appropriation Dill. Mr. McPherson 
(N. J.), whoon Friday moved to substitute 
three harbor defense monitors for the vessels 
recommended in the Dill, now modified his 
motion so as to provide for striking out of 
the billthe provision fora cruiser like the 
New Ycrk, to cost, exclusive of armament, 
$1,500,000, and a battle ship to cost, exclusive 
of armament, $4,000,000. He considered these 
vessels of no use. 

Mr. Higgins was in favor of the amend- 
ed bill as reported. Mr. Vilas favored con- 
fining appropriations tothe current needs of 
the navy and the conditionof the public 
treasury. Mr. Hale interjected a remark 
that even with the new vessels contem- 
plated we would hold a lower position 
as a naval power in comparsion with 
other nations than we did in 1860. In reply to 
Mr. Vilas’ question where we were. go- 
ing tostop, Mr. Hale said the idea of the 
Naval Committee was that when we had ten 
battle ships we could hold our own against 
any power. Mr. Vilas argues that no war 
was atall probable. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman the Washington 
Schutzenverein was granted permission to 
erect at its own expense in one of the public 
squares a colossal bust of Baron von Steuben. 

After the reading of the journal the House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
sundry civilappropriation bill. Mr. Lester, 
Democrat, Georgia, in the chair). 

The President,accompanied by Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker and Secretary Elkins, 
will leave Washington Saturday, the 28th 
inst., for Rochester, N. Y., tobe present on 
May at the Decoration Day 
services in that city. He may also be 
accompanied by other members of the Cabi- 
net, but these two will certainly accompany 
him. Itis statedat the Executive Mansion 
that the President will return to Washington 
the latter part of this week.

A so-called ‘water gas’’ may, no doubt, be 
used tor developing heat, but it is not the 
water that supplies the energy. Trains may 
be run by electricity, Dut all that the elec- 
tricity does is to convey the energy 
from the point where it is generated 
to the train which isin motion. Electricity is 
itself no more a source Of power than is the 
rope with which a horse drags a boat along 
the canal. Thereis much more philosophy 
in the old saying, ‘‘Money makes the mare 
to go,’’ thanin the optimistic doctrine we 
often hear spoken oOf with regard to the 
capacity of man for dealing with nature. 

ihe fact is thata very large partof the 
boasted advance of civilization is merely the 
acquisition of an increased capability of 
squandering. For what are we doing every 
day but devising fresh appliances to exhaust 
with ever greater Fapidity the hoard of coal. 
There are just a certain number of tons of 
coal lying in the earth, and when 
these are gone be no more 
forthcoming. There manufacture 
of coal in progress at the present time, 
The useful mineral was the product of a very 
singular period in the earth’s history, the 
like of which has not @gain occurred in any 
noteworthy degree in the geological ages 
which have since run their course.

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RELIEF FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS. 

The primary object of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH Flood Expedition was the gathering 
of news. The Percy Swain was chartered 
and equipped at a heavy cost, with a dou- 
ble crew, a special corps of reporters, art- 
ists and photographers, with all materials 
and conveniences for securing thorough il- 
lustrated reports of the situation.

The picture 
of the flood victims clinging to the roofs of 
their houses in constant fear of being 
swept away is pitiable and appeals irre- 
sistibly to the sympathy of all. 

But the rescue of these people from imme- 
diate danger is only part of the work nec- 
essary tobe done. After the rescue relief 
must be provided for their necessities. 
They are homeless and foodiess. Many of 
them have lost everything they had. They 
are dependent upon the charity of others 
for immediate wants. Unless relief is 
quickly afforded them their sufferings 
must be intense. 

The Post-DIsPATCH gladly offers its ser- 
vices and those of its flood boat for this 
purpose. It will receive contributions 
from those desiring to aid the flood suffer- 
ers, and will see that they are properly 
distributed. The demands of charity in 
behalf of these unfortunates are strong 
and pressing, and we are confident that 
the people of St. Louis will respond 
liberally. The work of relief should go 
hand in hand with that of rescue. It 
should begin at once.

CORRUPT PRACTICES. 


Prof. MoCooxk, in a lecture at the Hart- 
ford Board of Trade rooms, after 
a close investigation of the number of 
votes that can be bought at prices ranging 
between $2 and $20 each in fourteen repre- 
sentative towns of Connecticut, says it is 
a safe estimate that 12 per cent, or 20,000 of 
the 166,000 votes of that State are pur- 
chasable. 

This in the heart of New England, and 
corruption has become so notorious in 
Massachusetts that a very stringent law to 
prevent corrupt practices in elections is 
now pending in the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature with the support and approval of 
the committees, leaders and journals of both 
parties. It imposes severe penalties in 
cases of unauthorized expenditures of 
money in elections and limits the author- 
ized expenditures to regular itemized ac- 
counts of personal expenses of candidates 
and of moneys received and expended by 
the treasurer of a political committee, 
showing who contributed and to whom 
andfor what purpose every dollar was 
paid out by said treasurer. It punishes 
promises of appointments in securing 
nomination or election or the expendi- 
ture ofany money to such end beyond 
authorized personal expenses and com- 
mittee disbursements as defined by law 
andas required to be filed with proper 
vouchers as to the purpose of each pay- 
ment, There are penalties also for the 
payment or receipt of money in the 
name of another or for _ solicit- 
ing money from a candidate 
for a political committee; witnesses are 
exempted from prosecution for any matter 
as to which they shall testify, and equity 
powers are conferred upon certain courts 
to enforce the law, 

But there is no provision, as in the En- 
glish statute against corrupt practices, 
that the violation of the law shall invalid- 
ate the election so secured and vacate the 
the office. And if the law contained that 
provision, asit should, and others dis- 
franchising forever any person who direct- 
ly or indirectly sells a vote or bribes a 
voter, it would only put an end to the 
vote-buying which both sides of a politi- 
cal contest can engage in with equal 
means, and leave the field of corruption in 
completer and cheaper possession of the 
railroad attorney bosses, who have other 
and more effectual means of bossing our 
government by bossing the primaries and 
conventions of the dominant party in each 
State.

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The Dishoneat Gold Dollar. 
From the Atianta Constitution. 

Why are the agents of Wall street and the 
money power so Keen in their opposition to 
the free coinage of silver? Why are the gold- 
bug Democrats ready (asfaras their power 
goes) to break up their party rather than 
permit the majority tocarry out its wishes? 
The reason is plain. The goldbugs are cred- 
itors,and the money their debtors will be 
compelled to pay them is increasing in 
value more rapidly thanany other form of 
property. 

Let us look into the matter a littie. On 
April lithe New York Tribune remarked that 
*‘*much current complaint is doubtless due to 
the fact that prices are low, the range of 20 
commodities being about 13 per cent lower 
than a year ago, when the effects of the 
short crops of 1890 were more felt.’’ 

To get at the real meaning of this drop in 
prices it is only neceesary to remark that an 
ounce of silver bullion can be exchanged for 
as great & quantity of every commodity ex- 
cept gold, sa it could Lave been a year ago. 
In other words, only gold has increased in 
value, while silver and other commodities 
have maintained their status. This is the 
trouble with the goldbugs. Gold ts increasing 
in value allthetime. It has increased 15 per 
cent during the past twelve months. All 
debts have increased in just that proportion, 
It wili take twenty pounds of cotton to pay a 
debt which could have been paida year ago 
with about twelve pounds. 

This is what the single gold standard is 
doing forthe country. Itrobsthe debtor to 
increase the wealth of the creditor. It cheats 
the poor that the rich may grow richer. This 
is the *‘honest’’ dollar which we hear s0 
much talked about. This is, in fact, the dis- 
honest Gcllar which, constantly increasing in 
value, is grinding every man that owes a dol- 
lar, cutting down the wages of labor and de- 
stroying the profits of farming. In one year 
this so-called honest dollar has increased in 
value 1b per cent. 

Taking an impartial view of the matter, we 
can only wonder that the people of this coun- 
try have shown so much patience and for- 
bearance in the face ofthe suffering that has 
been the result of thecrime of stripping sil- 
ver of its money value. 

How much longer do they propose to put 
up with this condition of affairs?

The Republican Billion Dollar Congress 
passed a river and harbor bill appropriating 
25,000,000—$3 ,000,000 In excess of the largest 
bill ever passed for the purpose. The 
Democratic Billion Dollar House—if such it 
shall turn out to be—has passed a bililcarrying 
$21,000,000, $4,000,000 less than its Republican 
predecessor. 

The Democratic vote on this measure was 
122 yeas and 58 nays—about 2 tol.

The Book Dealers of Missouri 
Meet to Organize. 


They Object to the Present State Text- 
Book Law. 


INTIMATIONS OF CROOKEDNESS GIVEN 
OUT BY THOSE IN ATTENDANCE. 


Under the Present Law They Complain 
That They Actually Lose Money in 
Handling the Books, While the Pub- 
lishers Are Making Big Profits—Supt. 
Wolfe Refused Admittance to the 
Meeting—Hints of Boodle. 


Ever since the last session of the General 
Assembly there has been trouble brewing 
among the book dealers of the State, and all 
on account of the famous text book law. A 
commission was appointed consisting of 
Messrs. Linger of the Henry County Democrat, 


Judge Norton, Prof. Osborn of Warrensburg, 


and Supt. Wolf to draft a bill pertaining 
to the text books to be used in the 
public schools of the State. Supt. Wolf 


was made Chairman of the committee and 


the bill was passed, the following publish- 
ing houses being awarded contracts for 
publishing the text-books of Missourl for a 
period of five years: Tamler Bros. & Co., 
New York; American Book Co., New York; 
D. C. Heath & Co., Chicago; Leath, Shewell 
Boston, and Sherwood & 
Co. of Chicago. Thecommission at the time 
the bill was panes issued giowing circulars 
informing the public that the commission 
had saved the State thousands of dollars by 
having the text books issued at prices lower 
than ever heard of before. The matter 
was dropped for a period, but as .the 
book dealersof the Statecame in posses- 
sion of the fact that the law only allowed 
them 10 per cent for handling the books, and 
that the publishers were making nearly 
nearly twice as much asin former years, the 
matter was agitated, which eventually 
led Mr. Wm. Mclirath of Chillicothe, one of 
the oldest dook dealers in the State,toissue a 
circular-letter to every book dealer in the 
State to meetat the St. James Hotel in St. 
Louls on Monday, May 16, to take action on 
the matter. 
TO-DAY’S MEETING. 

Accordingly at 10 o’clock this morning 
about fifty book dealers metinroomé4 in ex- 
ecutive session at the St. James,and will 
this afternoon effect a permanent organDiza- 
tion. The meeting was called toorder by 
Mr. Mcllrath andthe obdjectofthe meeting 
made known by Messrs. Hinly of Lexington 
and George Burrows of Columbia. 
As the meeting was strictly a secret 
one no one but a book dealer was 
admitted, but Mr. A. B. Pierce of the Pierce 
Book « Stationery Co. of Springfield, Mo., 
was seen at noon to-day by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter andwhen asked the object of the 
meeting, said: ‘‘Well, this is a _ secret 
meeting, andI have no authority to make 
anything public. I will say, however, that 
we intend to effect a permanent organization 
for ig benefit of the book dealers of Mis- 
souri.’’ 

‘*Ig it not a fact, Mr. Pierce,that this meeting 
was called to determine whether or not the 
dealers of the State would combine to hanle 


| the text books of Missouri any longer?’’ 


**Well. that remains to be seen, as We have 
a committee consisting of Messrs. Bunners 
of Columbia, Kelly of Moberly, Russell of 
Tarkio, Mclirath of Chillicothe and Coffee of 
Carthage to draw up resolutions that will De 
acted on thisafternoon, and until thattimel 
have nothing to say.’’ 

**I will say this much,’’ putin W. L. OCrad- 
dock of Mexico, ‘‘there is a vigorous kick on 
hand,asthelaw only allows the dealers 10 
per cent for handlingthe books and we can 
not possibly handle them for a single 
cent less thun 15 per cent 
and the larger our sales the 
greater are our losses and we do not propose 
to stand it any longer, asthe publishers are 
making more money thanthey everdid be- 
fore, and we pay more forthe books now 
than we everdid andare compelled to Sell 
them at a loss of exactly 5 per cent.’’ 

‘*Looks like something crooked?’’ 

‘*‘Well, I should say that it did look 
that way,’’ replied Mr. Pierce.f 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Wol- 
applied for admittance at our meeting tof 
day, but he was refused as a matter ol 
course. He claims that he opposed the Dil 
now in existence, but it looks rather strange 
that a man opposed to the bill should 
be elected chairman of a committee 
when the other members were 
anxious fact demanded its 
passage. No, sir; Mr. Wolf will 
not ascertain what we are doing except 
through the columns of the papers, as he will 
not be allowed to attend our meeting. This 
is oficia!. He is endeavoring to stand in 
with the house and stand in with the pub- 
lishers, the dealers and the people, Dut he 
will have to show his hand one 
way or the other.’’ The es- 
trangement existing between the commission 
the publishers and the dealers presents quite 
a serious outlook and there is trouble ahead, 
which will eventually terminate in the deal- 
ers refusing to handle text books unless they 
are allowed a more liberal percentage for 
handlingthem. The publishers are uneasy 
and each house has a_ representa- 
tive here who have made several 
attempts to learn the proceedings 
of the meeting, but all in vain, as their 
presence is not desired and the dealers refuse 
flat-footed to allow them to be present at the 
meeting or allow them to ascertain as to what 
is Delng accomplished, 

A SUGGESTION TO DEALERS. 

A representative of a publishing house 
stated to a  PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
this afternoon that he thought 
the. dealers should hold an open 
meeting and let their grievances be known to 
everyone, as they had the contracts for the 
publication, and if there was a disposition 
upon the part of the dealers to quit handlin 
their books they would like to be informe 
of the fact, but the dealers think differently, 
and the representatives of the publishin 
houses are pacing nervously up an 
down the rotunda ofthe St. James straining 
every nerve with the hope of iliciting in- 
tormation that will give them any idea as to 
whatis being done bythe dealers in room 
No. 4, but theirattempts have only proven 
futile and they are awaiting the develop- 
ments of the meeting with verygrave interest. 
The dealers appear to ve determined 
and make no boasts of the fact thatthey have 
no love for the commission and that they in- 
tend to better themselves or will refuse to 
handle the Missouri text books atall. The 
meeting will not adjourn until late to-night, 
when some sensational developments wiil be 
brought out, and it is thought that some ugly 
charges will be made against certain mem- 
bers of the commission. 

SUPT. WOLFE SEEN. 

Mr. L. E. Wolfe, Superintendent of Public 
Schools and Chairmanof the Commission, 
was seen by a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
this afternoon and asked his opinion of 
the situation. He did not care to inter- 
viewed, out said that he was in the city on 
other business and did ae know the plans of 
the book dealers, ‘‘I will say one thing how- 
ever and that is this: The dealers have no 
rightto blame the commission, the legisla- 
ture made the lawand we simply carried out 
the instructions. I will admit that 
the margin for book -dealers has 

cut down considerable, as 
they formerly made from 30 to 45 per cent, 
but our object was to finish the text books to 
jobbers at as smail a cost as possible and we 
did so, and I will say another thing, the pub- 
lishers find the readers for considerable 
less money than they did im former 
years for we accepted the very 
earnest bids. I donotanticipate any trou- 
ble between the dealers and the commis- 
sion, for we only done what the law required 
usto do. I never wanted to receive the 
Comission in the first place, but [ 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
we done our duty.’’

Granite Cutters and Employers in a Des- 
perate Struggle. 

New Yorn, May 17.—The lock-out of the 
granite cutters, paving cutters and quarry- 
men bids fairto lead toone of the bitterest 
contests for supremacy that has ever taken 
place in the Eastern States between employer 
and employe. The members of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of New England 
have been preparing for the struggle since 
the men rejected their proposition to sign 
the yearly agreement Jan. 1 last. Knowing 
they would be locked out in May the men 
have been saving money and claim to be pre 
pared to support themselves for several 
months. Both sides express a determination 
not to yield. The manufacturers, anticipat- 
ing the struggle, have laid aside vast quan- 
tities of granite.

Gorg!l 
Klapka maintained himself heroically in 
Comoron and menaced Austria and Styria 
until he heard of the alleged defection of 
Gorgi. Inthe arrangements set on foot by 
Garibaldi forthe attempt on Kome in 1862, 
when he sought to excite the Hungarians to 
take the fleld, a judicious counter: proclama- 
tion from Klapka, pointing out the temerity 
and rashness of the undertaking, kept them 
quietiy in their homes.

EL TAPES 13 |! 


Two Hundred Lives Imperiled on the 
Caspian. 


DANGERS OF TRAVEL ON THE TREACH- 
EROUS INLAND OCEAN. 


A Sinking Fisherman and His Two Res- 
cuers Drowned—Fatal Runaway—An 
Entombed Miner Rescued Alive—De- 
atructive Work ofa Nebraska Tornado 
—Casualty Record—Brief Mention. 


ODESSA, May 17.—Another frightful accli- 
dent is said to have occurred on the Caspian 
Sea. A.report has been received at 
Astrakahan that the steamer Alexander Wol- 
kow, carrying passengers between Caspian 
ports, has foundered with 200 passengers on 
board. This, following an accident attended 
by almost equal loss of lifea few weeks ago, 
has caused much excitementin the Oaspian 
ports, and itis the general opinion that the 
Russians do not attend to the inspection of 
the steamships in those waters. Most of the 
steamers on the Caspian are poorly bDuilt,and 
not for enduring the severe storms which oc- 
casionaliy sweep over that inland sea, It Is 
believed that this latest disaster, should the 
report ofawful fatality be confirmed, will 
lead toa general overhauling of the steam 
and sailing craft on the Caspian. 


THREE MEN DROWNED. 

CRETE, Neb., May 17.—Nelson Packard, 
Martin Woodwardand an old fisherman 
named Beimhoff were drowned in the Blue 
River yesterday under pecullar circum- 
stances. Beimhoff was rowing across the 
river and his boat was caught inthe current 
and carried over the dam, Packard and 
Woodward were ina milland jumped intoa 
boat below the damandtriedto assist him, 
but thelr boat was caught in an eddy and 
dashed to pleces. Packard was never seen 
again. Woodward, who was an excellent 
swimmer, clung to pleces of wood at the sur- 
face fora moment, then he too went down, 
Beimhoff also was drowned. All of the men 
had large families. 


CIRCUS MEN KILLED. 
ATCHISON, Kan., May 17.—The first section 
of Ringling Bros.’ circus train, east-bound, 
on the Central Branch Railway, was ditched 
one mile east of Concordia at 2:45 o’clock this 
morning. Four showmen were killed and 


five were Dadly injured. The accident oc- 
curred while the train was crossing a small 
culvert. The engine passed over in 
safety, but the structure gave way with the 
firstcar. Several cars were piled up in the 
stream. About twenty head of stock were 
drowned. Two dead bodies have been taken 
from the wreck. A pene = crew left Atch- 
ison for the scene ofthe accident at 4 0’clock, 
and Assistant Chief Surgeon Farrar left short- 
ly afterwards on a special train. The recent 
heavy rains caused the culvert to weaken.

The Concord is one of the new cruisers, but 
by no means one of the largest. Among war 
vessels it occupies a peculiar position, not 
being primarily intended for fighting.

second fighting line, while there is no thought 
of ever placing it in opposition toarmored 
vessels, Or even protected cruisers. In tact, 
according to the strict navy department 
classification, the Ooncord is nota cruiser at 
all but a gunboat. There are three others 
of her class now afloat, all sister ships, the 
Yorktown, the Bennington and gunboat No5. 
The Concord is 230 feet in length, with a 
beam of *86 feet. Her draught is fourteen 
feet, but an allowance of sixteen feet 
is made in view of the well-known fact that 
vessels of herclass to keep in trim are likely 
to be so laden as to settie acouple of feet at 
the stern. As to steam power and speed, 
she is excellently provided for a ves- 
sel of her class, Her engines 
have a horse wer of 3,400, slightly 
lower than that of the Bennington, but with 
these she can, owing to her light draught, at- 
tain a epeed of sixteen knots.

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MADE A HOT FIRE. 
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St. Louis Steel Foundry on the East 
Side Destroyed. 


ONLY THE PATTERNS AND THE BOILER- 
HOUSE SAVED FROM THE FLAMES. 


East St. Louis Fire Department Called 
Out This Morning to Grapple With a 
Big Blaze—The Plant Owned by St. 
Louis Capitalists—Causead by an Ex- 
plosion of Molten Metal. 


The northern part of East St. Louis was 
visited by a very costly fire this morning. 
The St. Louls Steel Foundry Co.’s plant, 
just east of the National Stock Yards, fur- 
nished the food for the flames. The fire 
was caused by an explosion of 
molten steel coming in contact with 
some water. A mass of the flery fluid was let 
out of the cupola into an immense ladle 
and it was nearly filed when a loud 
report startled the ninety odd employes 
inthe works. They hastily retreated and 
when they returned afew minutes later they 
saw great sheets of flame running 
along the raiters supporting the 
roof. They gave an Alarm at once and the 
locomotives in the bridge and tunnel yards 
announced it by opening the whistle valves, 
making almost enough noise to rouse the 
dead. Other locomotives took the cue, and 
in a few minutes over fifty engines were 
whistling. 

PROGRESS OF THE FIRE. 

The East St. Louls Fire Department made 
the long run in short order, but on the 
arrival of the apparatus the entire plant was 
wrapped in fames. Under the leadership of 
Secretary E. F. Galter and supt. J. G. Mc- 
Roberts the employes rescued all 
of the patterns, but could dao 
nothing to check the fire. The fire leaped 
from one department to another and though 
the firemen worked hard they could do 
nothing but save the boller house. The plant 
was made up of a long two-story building 
covered with sheet iron and several smalier 
buildings. Streams were thrown on the 
blazing mass from every side, but the 
fire continued to rage until everything in- 
filamablie had been destroyed. ‘The heavy 
machinery put in only a year ago was entire- 
ly destroyed, as well asthe furnaces... The 
store-house was filled with steel castings, 
mostly railroad bumpers and pleces of min- 
ing machinery. 

It was supposed at first that some 
of the employes had been injured 
but investigation showed that all had escaped 
uninjured, 

ACTUAL LOSS, $75,000. 

Secretary Galter was on the ground all the 
time and worked as energetically asany of 
the firemen. When asked by a Post-DIs- 
PATCH representative what estimate he 
placed on the damage he said it would 
xO over $57,000. ‘*That does not 
represent our actual loss, however. We had 
an immense lot of orders on hand and a lot of 
finished work in the warehouse. Taking 
everything into consideration I have no hes!i- 
tation in saying our loss is fully $200,000. We 
have been here three years and this is 
the third time we have been 
burned out. When the fire 
started we were running full force and were 
turning out considerable work in the line of 
railroad and mining machinery castings.’’ 

When asked concerning the insurance Mr. 
Galter said: ‘*‘We have some insurance 
placed in different companies, but not near 
enough to cover our actual loss.’’ 

The St. Louls Steel Foundry Co. is a corpor- 
ation existing under the laws of Illinois. The 
officers are Thomas Howard of the Shickel, 
Harrison & Howard Foundry as President; 
Rolla Wells, Vice-President and Treasurer 
and E. F. Galter, Secretary. 

WILL REBUILD. 
The company propose to rebuild at once 
with an entire equipment of machinery. 
Secretary Gitaer saidhe had no doubt that 
this course would be pursued. 

The crow4s of visitors in the city viewing 
the high water scenery thronged the roads 
and railroad tracks in the vicinity of the fire. 
The hose lines stretched across the tracks de- 
layed the cars for fully two hours.

BOOMING GOV, BOIES! 


Iowa Democrats Working Earnestly in 
His Behalf. 


THE STATE VOTE SURE FOR THE CHICAGO 
NOMINEE. 


Tariff Reform the Onty Issue Discussed 
Among Hawkeye Statesmen—Mutter- 
ings of Trouble in Tammany—McKin- 
ley Grows Prophetic — Cleveland In- 
dorsed— Political Pointers. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., May 17.—Congressman 
Walter Hayes has just returned from a three 
weeks’ visit tohis home in Iowa. He says 
that he is sure that Iowa will go Democratic 
this fall unless the party makes some terrible 
blunder. 

**If Boies is nominated, or even Cleveland, 
it is certain to go Democratic, but I belleve it 
is also probable, even if neither of these gen- 
tlemen is the nominee.’’ 

He says people in the East do not realize 
what the Democrats in Iowa are doing. Last 
fall Boies recieved a larger vote than had 
for any candidate, even 
in a Presidential year, and Boles did 
not get as many votes as others on the State 
ticket. ‘*‘Weare not only making great gains 
on National issues but on the prohibition 
question we are in splendid shape. In the 
last legislature a Republican introduced 
a bill which, while it was not 
the best ; that could have been 
done, was nevertheless a step in the direc- 
tion of relief for the people. All the 
Democrats voted for it and all the Republic- 
ans, acting under caucus direction, voted 
against it, except the man who introduced It 
and one other. Sothat we stand all right on 
that question.’’ 

**Do you think Boles will be nominated?’’ 

‘‘No man can tell what the outcome of the 
convention will be, but I can say we intend 
to doa great deal of work in bringing Gov. 
Boles before the democrats of the country, so 
that they will know something more of him 
when they come tovote, I did not hear any 
other name mentioned during my three 
weeks’ stay in the State. We want tofight 
the battle on the tariff issue, and I 
could not find a_ =single advocate of 
the Bland bill. We do not want 
the financial question in the campaign, 
but ifithas gottocome we want an honest 
dollar, not the dollar of the Bland Dill.’’ 

Judge Hayes says that John F, Duncombe 
of Fort Dodge will present the name ofr Gov. 
Boles to the convention. If Representative 
Bryan of Nebraska attends the convention he 
will probably second the nomination. The 
Iowa Governor’s cause, therefore, will not 
lack effective presentation, for Mr. Dun- 
combe is said to be a fine orator, and Mr. 
Bryan has already achieved a reputation as 
one of the brilliant speakers of the House,

RUMBLE OF DISCONTENT HEARD—FALSE REGIS- 
TRATION—ARRESTS. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—For several days there 
have been rumblings of coming trouble in 
Tammany Hall, in which the names of 
Croker, Grant, Gilroy, Martin, Purry and 
other chiefs are ominously mixed up. Enough 


is known to make it reasonably certain that 
there are bitter dissensions in the cavernous 
depths of the wigwam, and that several of 
the biggest Indians of the reservation are at 
loggerheads. The cause of the present 
breach is believed to be no trivial affair. 
From the mutterings which have escaped a 
number of dissatisfied warriors there seems 
to be little doubt that the next Mayoraity 
nomination has a great deal to do with the 
impending discord. ‘‘Grant’s nomination 
wili split Tammany in two,’’ was the deciar- 
ation a day or two ago of a brave who has 
been making a distribution of loaves and 
fishes, which has been going on for the last 
four years. 

Chief Supervisor of Federal Elections John 
I. Davenport caused an arrest in Mount Ver- 
non on Saturday which brought to lighta 
scheme whereby a number of Italians had 
already secured false naturalization papers. 
The mean arrested was Wm. J. Patterson, an 
employe of the Mount Vernon Steam Laundry. 
Patterson admits that he was engaged by 
the Democratic committee in Mount Vernon 
to take Itallans from Mount Vernon to White 
Plains and procure naturalization papers 
for them.* He was to receive $2 for each one.

ENTHUSIASTIC SUPPORT ACCORDED BY 
HIS ADHERENTS. 


| Defiance Cast at the Presbyterian Gen- 


eral Assembly—To Fetter Thought and 
Restrain Investigation Declared to Be 
Un+American—To-Day’s Proceedings of 
the Methodist Conference. 


New York, May 17.—The dinner of the 
Union Theological Seminary Alumne last 
evening was of particular interest, in view 
of the position thatthe seminary now occu- 
ples before the Presbyterian Church, Prof. 
Charles A. Briggs, who occupies the chair of 
Biblical Theology at Union Seminary, al- 
though the General Assembly, the Supreme 
Court of Presbyterianism, refused to con- 
firm his appointment to it because of his 
alleged heresies, was present and made a 


spirited speech. Though his case will be 

great subject of discussion at 

General ssembly which is to 

its sessions in Portland, Ore., this 
week, l’rof. Briggs did not seem to beat all 
worried asto any action that body might 
take, and though an effort will probably be 
made to discipline the directorate of Union 
Seminary for standing by Prof. Briggs after 
the General Assembly had frowned upon him, 
several of the directors whowere atthe din- 
ner boldly statedthat whatever action the 
General Assembly mighttake, Union Semi- 
nary would continue in Its allegiance to 
Prof, Briggs.- In fact the whole spirit of the 
evening as manifested by the 110 membDers of 
the seminary’s alumni organization who sat 
atthe tables was one of support to Prof, 
Briggs and that spirit was often aroused to 
to sucha pointasto find expression in loud 
applause. 

The Rev. J. W. Hegman presided at the 
banquet. ‘*‘Union Theological Seminary,’’ 
he said, *‘in spite of its tribulations, stands 
where it always stood, for unfettered Investl- 
gation and the right to prociaim the truth.’’ 
these words brought out great applause. 
Win. E. Dodge, whots anelder in Dr. Park- 
hurst’s church, said: ‘*‘This attempt to fetter 
thought and restrain investigation is not 
American, it is not Presbyterian, and it is not 
Christian. The seminary does not mean to 
stand it, and eventually the church will not 
stand it.’’ 

John Crosby Brown, vice-president of the 
Board of Directors, said: ‘*We are perfectly 
indifferent as to what our friends in the 
General Assembly may do. It is not Union 
Seminary but the Presbyterian Church of the 
United states which isontrial. We-have a 
duty to perform and there is not power 
enough tnany ecclesiastical body or in any 
civil body on earth to make us swerve from 
our trust.’’ 

The enthusiasm that was awakened by Mr. 
Brown’s remarks showed that he had spoken 
the sentiments of his hearers. One by one 
the opponents of Union’s position left their 
seats asthe remarks of the speakers grew 
warmer, and when Prof. Briggs arose to 
speak they had nearly a)l left the room. 

‘*No power can make us budge an inch 
from our position,’’ said Prof. Briggs. aad | 
do not loo« forward with foreboding to what 
that venerable body, the General Assembly, 
willdo. [Laughter. The decision may be 
against usthis year, Dut it will be in. opr 
favor hereafter,.’’

They were 
shot down like dogs and the law of the land 
was trampled under foot by ple who de- 
spised the colored race. he resolution 
stirred up tremendous enthusiasm. 

Dr. Queal, Dr. Payne and others made 
vehement speeches, calling upon the great 
Methodist Episcopal Church to sound the 
alarm and stand firmly forthe rights of the 
colored race, 

Dr. Myley advised the conference to be mod- 
erate in the language employed. ‘‘We are 
not perfect ourselves, brethren, excepting in 
words,’’ said Dr. Myley. The report was 
adopted by a rising vote, every delegate in 
the conference rising to his feet. 

The order of the day was then called. It 
was the election of officers, and according to 
the plan adopted the election of the agents of 
the Book Concern at New York were first 
takenup. Dr. Myley nominated Dr. Sanford 
Hunt and i ~ODr. fomer Eaton as_ the 
agents for the New Yurk concern. These 
gentlemen have been the agent of that con- 
cern for some years. The nominations were 
seconded by a dozen delegates. Mr. Fields of 
Philadelphia wanted toask some question. 
The Chairman decided that he was out of 
order. He persisted inthe demand that he 
should be heard on a question of privilege. 
He was called to order by the Chairman. 

Ifhe had been given the floor he would 
have explodeda bomb. It was a Dusiness 
bomb touching the managing of the New 
York concern. Mr. Field bad figures in his 
possession showing that the great book con- 
cern at New York, with a capital of 
$2,000,000, had only made a net profit 
of $40,000 per annum during the _ past 
four years. Mr. Field wished toask if that 
was considered good business ability. Would 
it not be better to invest some money at 6 
per cent in the West and make secure an in- 
come from it of $120,000 perannum? Another 
strange fact in the business of the Book Con- 
cern, Mr.,.Fields holds, is that while the 
house did business of $900,000 last year the 
amount of money on books and uncollected 
was over $600,000. Inother words, two-thirds 
or the business of the year is still out- 
standing. Dr. Hunt says hecould explain all 
this matter to the satisfaction of all reason- 
able men if he had a hearing. Alarge amount 
of the capital of the New York Book Concern, 
he says, is locked up in a building that Is used 
by other departments of tne church and 
bringsin no rent.

WOMAN’S UNITARIAN CONFERENCE. 

CuricaGeo, LiL, May 17.—The eleventh annual 
session of the Woman’s Western Unitarian 
Conference began in All Souls Chureh this 
morning with a large attendance of dele- 
gates. Reports of officers of the past year 
were read, and then Mrs. C, P. Wooley read 
apaper on ‘‘What May We Expect From 
Keligion?’’ debate upon which occupied the 
forenoon session. At 2 o’clock five minute 
talks were had upon ‘‘KReligious Councils, 
Their Value.’’ To-night the Western Unl- 
tarilan Conference will convene at the 
Memorial Baptist Church. 

This is the twenty-eighth annual confer- 
ence of Western Unitarian Church. The first 
notable meeting was held at Alton, ILil., in 
1857.. Moncure Db. Conway, the noted littera- 
teur, introduced at tbat session a resolution 
conmimitting the conference to the anti-slavery 
movement. The St. Louls delegation, led by 
Dr. Kliot, strongly opposed the resolutions 
on prudential grounds. The debate lasted 
two days, resulting in the adoption of the 
resolution and the withdrawal of the St. 
Louis church and some others from the con- 
ference. But the Western Conference felt 
that the time had come fora declaration of 
principles and the resolution stood. The 
second was in 1875. That year the session 
was held in Chicago, and the conference de- 
termined to establish a treasury and setup 
executive functions of its own, independent 
of the parent organization in the East. 

At this session a protest was sent to the 
eastern association against the omission‘ 
irom the listofthenames of certain minis- 
ters for theological honors. Among the 
Dames so Omitted were those of Dr. Francis 
E. Abbott, O. B. Frothingham and W. J. Pot- 
ter. This protest foreshadowed the action 
ofthe third epoch-making session, which 
was held in Cincinnati in 1586, when by the 
adoption of the resolution referred to above 
the Western Conference decided upon the 
open and aggressive acceptance of the ethl- 
cal basis of fellowship rather than the theo- 
iogical. 

in addition to the Western Conference, the 
Women’s Western Unitarian Conference and 
the Western Unitarian Sunday-School Society 
are in session here to-day. 

To-morrow morning, at All Souls’ Church, 
will be held a business session, at which re- 
ports of officers and from the flet™ will be read 
and appointments of committees made. At3 
p. m, the conference will discuss ‘*‘ Missionary 
Problems of the West,’’ which will be led by 
four fifteen-minute addresses on as many 
phases ofthe subject. In Memorial Baptist 
Church at 8 o’clock will be dis- 
cussed **The Liberal Minister, His 
Equipment and Place.’”’ Prof. G. 
Rk. Freeman of the Meadville Theological 
school will make the principal address and 
will be followed by fifteen-minute talks by 
W. W. Fenn of Chicago and Caroline J. Bart- 
lett of Kalamazoo. Thursday morning ‘‘The 
Significance of Public Worship’’ will be the 
subject for discussion. The Rev.S. M. Croth- 
ers of St. Paul wiil lead and will be followed 
with fifteen-minute addresses by the Kevs.

Two Closed Carriage Outrares on an 
English Railway. 


& MINISTER. CHARGED WITH THE 


DOUBLE ASSAULT. 


One of the Helpless Victims of His Lust 
Causes His Arrest—The Crimes Com- 
mitted in Succession on the Same Train 
~The Wolf in Sheep’s Clothing Held 
Without Bail. 


Lowpowr, May 17.—At Hungerford, in Wilt- 
shire, to-day, Kennedy Bell, a clergyman of 


“the Establishéd Church, was brought upa 


prisoner, charged with criminal assault on 
two young women in the compartments of 
railway carriages. Bellhas heretofore been 
@ clergyinan in good standing. He is mar- 
ried and has three children, andthe charges 
Against him have created the greatest aston- 
ishment among those who have attended his 
ministrations. One of his victims is named 
Brittain and the other is named Abery. The 
Case is without a parallel, in that Bell ap- 
pears to haye committed the 
two assaults in two different 
compartments during one journey in 
one train. He enteredat Newberry, Berk- 
shire, the compartment occupied by the 
young woman named Brittain. She is a re- 
spectable person belonging to the lower class 
ofsociety. oon after entering the compart- 
ment, Bell, she states, tried to enter into 
conversation with her. As he appeared to be 
a clergyman she answered him modestly 
and respectfully. She began to 
get frightened, however, when he 
came near and began to fondle her, She 
tried to pushhim away, but he persisted, 
and smothered her cries when she en- 
deavored toshout for help. Being quitea 
strong man Sell, according to the girl’s 
statements, overcame her by force and ac- 
complished his purpose. She recovered 
sufficiently toojsit up ina half dazed condition, 
but was stillto much frightened to give the 
fiarm when the train reached Kintbury. 
fhe determined to tell the story to her 
friends upon her arrival home, as she was 
afraid to speak about the subject to 
strangers. 

The Rev. Mr. Bell kept on as a passenger 
inthetrain after Miss Brittain bad left it. 
At Hungerford Miss Abery got into a com- 
partment occupied by the minister of relig- 
ion, and who looked as smooth and plausible 
as when Miss Brittain encountered him. The 
Kev. Bell, soon after the train started from 
Mungerford; began to make approaches to 
Miss Abery. She belongs to the same class 
as Miss Brittain, the poor and respectable 
provincial order, which feels bound to feel 
the utmost deference to the clergy, to answer 
all their questions and to generally regara 
them as representatives ofall that is good. 
When the Rey. Bell, therefore, began a con- 
descending conversation with Miss Abery the

English Capitaliste Making Investments 
—Railway Rivalry. 


OiTY oF Mrxico, May 17.—Representatives 
ofa London syndicate have been here for 
some time tryingto buy up the large cigar 
manufactories. An offer of $100,000 has been 
made by them for the good will and name of 
one concern, which thus far during the pres- 
ent year has exported to the United States 
$700,000 worth of cigars and tobacco. The 
dally production ofthe factory mentioned is 


8,000 cigars. The cigar making industry is 
inereasing very rapidiy, and itis calculated 
that this year there wlll be exported from $,- 
000.090 to 38,000,000 worth of cigars. The fac- 
twuiles here turn out 120 different brands, us- 
ing tobacco from the districts of Huiman- 
guille, Jaltipan, Acaguean, Valle Naconnal 
and San Adres. 
ihe coffee industry is alsoincreasing. Sev- 
eral syndicates—American, Englishand Ger- 
man—are purchasing coffee lands and pro- 
to engage in the cultivation of tobacco 
and coffee, introducing improvements in ma- 
chinery and methods which have so far been 
unknown here, and which will improve the 
yield, both as regards quantity and quality. 
Representatives of American houses are 
here, looking into the frult business and ar- 
for the exportation of fruit into the 
Un tates via New Orleans or Mobile, The 
Interoceanic Katlroad Oo. is making prepa- 
rations for this trafic, which, it is expected, 
will be enormous. 
There its considerable competition between 
the Interoceanic and Mexican (English) Ralil- 
Oos., and many cutsinrates have been 
made in consequence, with every advantage 
on the side of the Interoceanic Co., as the 
Mexican ©o., which for years held a monop- 
oly of the business ana charged excessive 
rates, Working as it did underan lnglish sys- 
m, did much toantagonize shippers.

VENEZUELA REBEL’. 


Continued Successes Reported—A City 
Captured. 


MARACAIBO, Venezuela, May 17.—Confirma- 
sion of the capture ofthe city of Bolivar by 
insurgents has been received here. Besides 
the killing of Gen. Rodil,Gen. Lucio Espinosa, 
the Government chief in the Altoo Orinoco, 
was made prisoner at Bolivar. The rebel 
chieftain, Gonzales, rode into Bolivar at the 


head of a column of cavalry nearly 10,000 
strong. Espinosa, who wasin command in 
Rodili’s absence, made as good a 
Gefense as he could, but after a 
light brush with Gen. Gil he surrendered, 
as did 200 troopers under him. The men 
immediately enrolled themselves under the 
insurgent banner. A few were killed or 
wounded on both sides. On the second day 
after Gil’s raid Gen. Rodil re-entered the city 
with a large number of recruits and 
veterans. He was exasperated at the state 
ofthingsin Bolivar and condemned halfa 
dozen military officers whom he found in the 
city to be shot because they had not defeated 
the rebel raider. Rodil with 20 mounted 
men proceeded up the right bank of the 
Orinoco to locate the Insurgent camp, which 
was on the left bank. Before reaching 
the point which he thought was 
nearly opposite to where the _ rebels 
were encamped, his troops revolted, 
took him prisoner and demanded the Iimme- 
diace countermanding of the order to shoot 
certain of their comrades at sunset. Rodil 
reiused to give the orderand was shot, the 
soldiers rode back into Bolivar and found 
that town in the hands of the insurgents who 
had taken it without firing a shot. One of 
Rodil’s guard rode into the town with the 
General’s head onasaber. Gen. Gil ordered 
the head and body interred. ‘ten. Gil now 
occuples Bolivar with nearly 2,500 well-armed 
men.

THE RICE CROP. 


A Largely Increased Yield Estimated for 
This Season. 

NEw YorK, May 17.—The rice crop of the 
United States for 1892, as estimated in bulle- 
tin No. 1 of Dan Talmage’s Sons, just issued, 
will be 50 per centin advance over any pre- 
vious year. The crop will scarcely fall 
short of 8,000,000 pushels. The cause of 
the increase i¢ attributed to a substitution of 


rice for cotton on some of the plantations for 
experimental purposes. About half of the 
crop was seeded in Marchand April. Opera- 
ations were suspended this month to be re- 
sumed early in June, continuing in the South 
and Southwest until the middle of July.

Incompetent Management Charged 
Against the Government. 


A PARALLEL FOUND IN THE CASE OF 
DIVES AND LAZARUS. 


Acoounts Muddled and Responsibility 
Ghifted—Strained Relations Among 
Irish Leaders ~— Russian Emigrants 
Barred Out of Germany—Greek Elea- 
tions—The Czar Retrenching. 


LoNpoN, May 17.—During the debate on the 
budget resolutions to-day Sir Wm. Vernon 
Harcourt attacked the financial proposals of 
the Rt, Hon. George J. Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. The recent budget, the 
speaker held, presented no clear statement 
of the actual revenue of the country. The 
general tenor of Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt’s 
remarks wasacharge that Mr. Goschen has 
muddled the accounts, failed to take ad- 
vantage’of the recent years of prosperity, 
throwing the burden upon coming years, and 
like Dives, leaving Lazarus to pay. 

Mr. Goschen replying, said that Sir William 
might ata distant day occupy the position of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and when that 
happened there would be nothing to pre- 
vent him from restoringto the sinking fund 
what had been taken from it. With reference 
to his dealings in the matter of the income 
tax, Mr. Goschen reminded the House that 
the same principle had been followed by Mr. 
Childers and other Liberal ministers, thar the 
money Ought to goto relleyethe tax-payers 
and notto the sinking fund. He challenged 
the opposition to go before the electorson a 
platform condemning the financial policy of 
the Government. ‘They have expended on 
the navy £10,000,000, of which only £7,000,000 
bad been raised by extra taxation, while 
about £3,000,000 that had been borrowed 
would be paid off within two years. That was 
what Dives left Lazarus to pay. 

Mr. Goschen, replying generally to criti- 
cisms, said that it would occupy the whole 
of the session to deal with the proposal for a 
graduated income tax and that it was not in- 
tended to grant a new charter tothe Bank of 
Engiand, but only a fresh agreement, 

The budget resolutions were adopted. 


IRISH POLITICS. 
JOHN DILLON PROTESTS AGAINST CLERGYMEN 
INTERFERING. 

DUBLIN, May 17.—A meeting of Freeman’s 
Journai shareholders has been held to re- 
arrange the directorate, The announcement 
that Archbishop Walsh had sent proxies for 
8,000 votes cailed forth a vigorous protest 
from John Dillon. He had never heard, he 
said, of anything more indiscreet or more 
calculated to do injury tothe national cause 
than this action of Archbishop Walsh. It 
was a deliberate threat to coerce sharehold- 
ers. He hau the means of knowing that 
there were dangers ahead to the cause and 
that the introduction of the priestly element 
would be a serious blow. Mr. Dillon said he 
spoke with full authority of the McOarthyite 
party and he challenged the legality of the 
proxies. Mr. Healy opposed Mr. Dillon’s 
motion to adjourn for a fortnight. He ad- 
mitted that it was wrong to 
wash dirty linen in public, but he said Mr. 
Dillon had attacked him publicly. Mr. Dillon 
challenged Mr. Healy to hold a meeting to 
see ifthe McCarthy committee had lost the 
confidence of the party. Mr. Healy retorted 
that he did not set himself upas a leader as 
Mr. Dillon did. The latter accused Mr. Healy 
of desiring to lead without assuming re- 
sponsibility.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 
RUSSIANS TO BE KEPT OUT OF GERMANY—BRIEF 
CABLEGRAMS. 


BERLIN, May 17.—The German government 
seriously contemplates entirely prohibiting 
immigration trom. Russia into Germany, even 
to the extent of refusing to allow pauper im.- 
migrantsto traverse Germany en route to 
other lands. 

Prince Louis, heirto the Bavarian throne, 
addressing an agricultural meeting at Wurz- 
burg yesterday, advocated a waterway join- 
ing the Khine with the Danube for the pur- 
pose of making the whole of the River Maine 
navigable. 


GREEK ELECTIONS. 

ATHENS, May 17.—Further returns of the 
elections for members of the Boule show 
that the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Minister 
of Finance and the Minister of Justice have 
been defeated. It is impossible to describe 
the joy and relief of the citizens over the re- 
sult of the elections. Ofthe former ministers 
Delyannis alone is elected. Tricoupis will 
have a majority of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the Boule. 


RUSSIA RETRENCHING. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 17.—Owing to the 
heavy outlay that has been necessitated in 
consequence of the failure of the crops the 
government has ordered that retrenchment 
be made in all government departments. 
The orders for the projected extensive army 
maneuvers near St. Petersburg and in West- 
ern Russia have been countermanded, and 
this will save tothe government the sum of 
1,500,000 roubles. 

Kate Marston, who its interested in the 
project for organizing a Lap colony at 
Voiloosk, a town of Eastern Siberia, has leit 
this city for the United States, where she will 
Gevote herselfto raising funds for the es- 
tablishment of the colony.

VIENNA, May 17.—The marriage of Count 
Herbert Bismarck to the Countess Hoyos, 
daughter of the Count George Hoyos, Is likely 
to be one of the most brilliant events of the 
Vienna season. The mother of Miss Hoyos 
was the daughter of Whitehead, the well- 
known torpedo maker,and there is a great 
deal of wealth in the family. The note of the 
German Kaiser thanking Count Herbert for 
an invitation to the wedding omitted, it is 
said, to convey the imperial congratulations, 
and this fact isa subject of some comment.

WOMEN AS DOCTORS. 


Received Into the Medical Profession 
Nowadays With Increasing Freedom. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 


Until a generation ago a woman doctor was 
hardly known within the circle of the regular 
medical profession, and they were looked 
upon inevery community as charlatans or 
cranks. The prejudice against them entering 
the medical profession was almost universal, 
and the prejudiee of women against their 
own sex in a profession for which they 
should be specially fitted and in which they 
are specially needed, was even more pro. 
foundthan the same prejudice among the 
sterner sex. But steadily, although slowly, 
public sentiment has advanced to accord to 
women the obviously just right of entering 
any of the professions, and women now prac- 
tice both law and medicinein every section 
of the country. 

The progress of the age In advancing wom- 
en to their just rights in the Battie of life was 
impressively illustrated in the Academy of 
Music during the last week, when forty-two 
young women appeared upen the stage as 
graduates of the Women’s Medical College of 
this city with their fairly won titles of doc- 
tors of medicine. It is gratifying to know 
that this college has been in existence for 
forty years, but it is only withinthe last score 
of years that it has been able to present any- 
thing approaching a aceases Class re- 
spectable in numbers, Now women practi- 
tioners are not only known but respected in 
aimost every community, and the success 
they have attained in the profession more 
than justifies the great battle that was 
fought to win for them open doors to distinc- 
tion in the profession. 

It will seem strange to the readers of his- 
tory half a century hence to learn that 
women were excluded from the professions 
of the country until even after the noontide of 
the nineteenth century, for there is little rea- 
son to doubt thatin much less than a half 
century, women cre tg will fairly divide 
the medical practice with their professional! 
brethren, and men physicians, in the many 
cases in whichevery consideration of deli- 
cacy should prefera woman physician, will 
be quite as uncommon as Womed were a gen- 
eration ago. The world moves.

Why Camphor Is Dearer Than It Used 
to Be. 


From the New York Times. 


Complaint is made at the present high price 
ofcamphor gum. Whileafew years ago the 
gum sold for 19to25 cents a pound,it now 
selis from 55to75 cents. The rise in price is 
due to the use of camphor gum in the manu- 
facture of smokeless powderin both Europe 
and America. Itis being withdrawn from 
the war against mothfiles to ehgage in war 
between their peraecucies, 

Druggists who in previous years bought 
hundreds of dollars’ worth ofcamphor gum 
for merchants to usein storing goods have 
this year had no orders for it. A Brooklyn 
clothing house whose consumption of tiie 
gum averaged in value $00 ayear has aban- 
doned it altogether, and now sprays its 
clothing with a liquid preparation, ‘The odor 
of ‘‘camphorette,’’ or ‘‘tar balis,’’ forbids 
its employment in large quantities, or among 
clothing that is to be offered for saie. 

Housekeepers, in. buying camphor gum for 
home packing, wonder why it should be of 
such uneven quality, one purchase of it 
proving stronger and more effective than 
another. There is said to beno method of 
adulterating camphor gum, but some drug- 
gists buy large supplies at a time and store it 
so carelessly that before the end of the stock 
is reached the quality is deteriorated. This 
worthless stuffis soldat the same figure as 
the fresh gum,

THE NEW POWER. 


Will Electricity Supplant Steam on Rail: 
way Lines? 


From the Electrical Review. 


The electric motor is not only crowding out 
other sources of power in street rallway 
traction, but is py competition with the 
steam locomotive ina field which has here- 
tofore heen the exclusive property of the lat- 
ter. The high speed attainable will eventu- 
ally make it a winner for long distance work. 
A few months ago we described an electric 
locomotive putinto operation near Boston 
for shifting freight cars. We have just 
learned that five ofthe great railway com- 
panies of the country have been inspired 
with sufficient confidence in electric traction 
to come into consultation, with a view to its 
adoption for handling the suburban traffic of 
the great cities, and one of them, the South- 
ern Pacific, has placed an order with the 
Walworth Manufacturing Co. fortrolley poles 
to install such a plant on its lines. This is 
the entering wedge in what will ultimately 
result in a general application of the electric 
motor torailroad work, and, after a short 
period of service for suburban traffic, en- 

ineers will be called upon to design a system 

or interurban traffic. The adoption of the 
electric motor would be a boon’ to a 
community like Chicago, where the 
smoke from the numerous locomotives 
ofa score of railroads centering at that 

oint hiangs like a pall over the blighted city.

Mr. McMasters to Receive Mr. Branch’s 
St. George’s Church Stock. 


JUDGE DILLON’S DECISION IN THE CASE 
RENDERED TO-DAY. 


The Court Holds That Mr. Branch’s 
Promise to Turn His Stock Over to 
the Church Society Was Not Proved=

IVES’ CAREER. 

A modern Crichton. That is what they call 
Frank Ives now. Since the little Michigan 
wonder defeated Jake Schaefer, the billiard 
champion of the world, at Jake’s own little 
game people lave been wondering whence 


he came and where he learned his marvelous 
art. More particularly is this true of East- 
ern sports. 

In a certain sense Ives is a creature of 
mushroom growth, as far as notoriety goes. 
He was known in a dim sort of way before he 
defeated Schaefer, Dut nobody stopped to in- 
quire about either his ability or his person- 
ality. ‘‘He is not in it,’’ was the general ver- 
dict. Ives is not only ‘‘in it’’ In billiards, 
but Ina great many athletic sports as well. 
He is a Jack of balfa dozen trades and good 
atthemall. Frank Ives was born in Plain- 
fleld, Mich., in 1869. He ran about town in 
the free and easy manner of country boys in 

eneral and was a devil-may-care sort of a 
ad, witha weakness for games of all sorts. 
By the usual evolution of boyish instincts he 
pease through the successive ages of mar- 

les, tops and _ kites to the more 
athletic age of ball-playing. Then 
all at once somebody owning 
acountry racehorse discovered that Frank 
could ride. He becamea jockey and fortwo 
seasons paralyzed the good people of Michi- 
gan by his daring horsemanship. He soon be- 
came tired of this. There was not enough 
variety init. He yearned for new sports to 
conquer, Therefore he discarded the spurs 
and whip and bought a bicycle. Then he 
began tocome homein the evenings minus 
various pieces of cuticle, and with numerous 
bruises scattered over his anatomy. 
He- stuck to his wheel, however, and 
ina few months could ride it in almost any 
fashion but standing on his head. He made 
his debut asa fancy rider, andsubdsequently 
—— the fancy bicycle championship of Mich- 
gan. 

Then Frank became blase on the bicycle 
question. He wasan athietic Alexander, al- 
ways looking for something new. He next 
turned his attention to roller-skating. Of 
course he developed the usual beginner’s 
habitof falling up over the chandeliers be- 
fore he started down. That did not discon- 
cert himin the least. It was simply one of 
the little difficulties he was bound to over- 
come. Inthe course of amonth or two he 
could cutan alleged pigeon wing and at the 
endof half ayearhecouid pivotand twirl 
and make mashes with his airy grace 
along with the best of them. He received 
several medals before he again became blase. 

Ives next turned his restiess instincts into 
the channel of base ball. He received sev- 
eral black eyes and lost several finger nails, 
but that made no difference. He soon be- 
came proficientinthe matterof picking up 
grounders and batting curves, and joined the 
Petosky, Mich, team. From here he went to 
Lima, O,., Where he blossomed outasa pro- 
fessional with O’ Brien, the Cleve- 
land pitcher, who died last winter, 
At this time almost anybody could beat Ives 
at Dilillards. In their idle moments the boys 
used to play for small sums and Ives always 
fot the worst of it. Nothing daunted him 
and he kept on practicing and losing. Then 
the tide began to turn. He became so pro- 
Mcient In the manipulation of the ivories 
that he could masse, draw, follow and play 
for position with the best of his colleagues. 

He not only won back all the money he had 
lost, but quite asum besides. Then the ball 
chaps wouldn’t play any more. He kept on 
improving and when he finally left the base 
bail feld, he wentinto George Slosson’s bil- 
liard-room in Chicagoas cashier. He must 
have done this with the ultimate intention 
ot becoming a professional. Atany rate he 
kept hammering away industriously at 
the Dalis, and when he left Slosson’s 
employ he at once shied his castor 
into the _ professional billiard arena, 

This was in November, 1889. He entered 
the Chicago Dilliard tournament and won 
fourth prize. Since that time he has steadlly 
improved, and by his defeat of ‘*Wizard’’ 
Schaefer has attained the proud position of 
champion of the world. 

Ives is a natural billiard player, and makes 
the most astonishing shots with apparent 
ease. His style resembles that of Schaefer in 
dash and brilllancy, and he can doalmost 
anything with the balls but make them talk. 
Hie has been challenued both by Schaefer and 
Slosson, and nobody doubts that he will give 
either of the veterans a good race for the 
emblem. 


DESCHANEL ASTONISHED. 


The Frenchman Who Cameto America to 
Study Labor Problems. 


From the New York Sun. 

M. Paul Deschanel, who was recently sent 
here by the French Government to study the 
labor question, has returned to Paris, where 
he has just been interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the Gau/ois. ‘‘1l desired especial- 
ly to study thoroughly the relations between 
capital and labor, and 1 was fortunate at the 
startin getting acquainted with the political 
world in Washington. I must say that 
I saw three things that astonished me. 
The first was the individual energy and the 
free initiative of the citizen toward the 
Government. Everything is done in that 
country without the intervention of the au- 
thorities. The workmen repel every such en- 
croachment on the part ofthe authorities as 
they would stamp out a plague,and the legis- 
lators themselves have no Influence upon the 
workmen. Ina word, State socialismis en- 
tirely unknown, or, at least, banished from 
the ccuntry. Thesecond noteworthy point 
is the genius of simplification displayed alike 
by workmen and manufacturers. Shey re- 
duce labortoits minimum and invent and 
use tools, Which push forward the work with 
astonishing rapidity and at the same time 
render it much cheaper than thatof Euro- 
pean countries. Both employers and em- 
ployes show a surprising knowledge of prac- 
tical life. 

‘*My most ardent desire is that a consider.- 
able number of our workmen and employers 
might be sent there to witness what I have 
seen and whatlam now reporting to you. 
Itseems to me that they would gain im- 
mensely by it. Fromthis point of view the 
ane me Exposition will be something aston- 
shing. 

‘*The third thing that I remarked was the 
hospitality of the American people. It isad- 
mirable, and we have noidea of it here. I 
must say, however, that we could not cast 
our own hospitality in a similar mold, De- 
cause we see too many travelers. But I was 
agreeably surprised tofind that the Amerli- 
can people are extremely kind. Certainly I 
cannot conceal the fact that a Parisian, ac- 
customed tothe literary movement and in 
love with intellectual things, on dropping 
suddenly into New York or Washington 
would find himself puzzied by the worldly 
ways of Americans, 1 mean their purely ma- 
terial activity. 

‘*Really, you find extraordinary things in 
that country. At Denver, Colo., I heard the 
same waltzes asat the Pavilion d’Ermenon- 
ville. Among the Mormons, in California, in 
the Rocky Mountains,'and generally in all the 
region of the West, development has assumed 
proportions that can hardly be im- 
agined. lowns which, ten years ago,counted 
5,000 inhabitants, have 50,000 to-day, and 
people advance in all these towns and terri- 
tories from surprises to surprises. 

‘*‘Take one example out of a hundred. Chi- 
cago, which was rebullt in 1871, has now not 
less than 1,200,000 inhabitants. I have seen 
there houses twenty stories high. When you 
get into an elevator in that town,you imagine 
that you are going to take Jule Verne’s trip 
to the moon. The fact is, that since my re- 
turnto Havre, the Champs Elysees and my 
own house seem to me very little things in- 
deed, like the toys of Nuremberg.’’

The private strawberry 
shortcake, under its happiest conditions, is 
a fortunate combination of straw- 
berries, sugar and baked dough, 
which never fails to be delightful to the pal- 
ate. But how different is the strawberry 
shortcake in its public capacity. It has the 
same outward and visible appearance, but to 
the taste what whited sepulcire is it! Whence 
comes, the inquiring mind pasenany asks, 
this remarkable difference between the pri- 
vate and public strawberry shortcake, mak- 
ing the one line acool fountain In the non- 
irrigated desert and the other like ashes of 
Dead Sea fruit? Tofind out this important 
sonnet and make it plainis our happy privi- 
ege. 
The whole difficulty with the hotel and 
restaurant strawberry shortcake lies in the 
baked dough to which we haye referred. This 
is always. witha successful attempt on the 
part of the cook to prove his insanity, liber- 
ally sweetened lixe cake, instead of being al- 
lowed to remain inthe delichtful state of 
freely ‘‘shortened’’ biscuit dough, and inno- 
cent of sugar. The sugar in a strawberry 
shortcake should be reserved for the berries, 
where, sprinkled on,it gives the always 
gratifying combination of sweet and sour,the 
baked dough being the medium which, as it 
were, holds these twin extremes that do ever 
in conjunction delight the palate of the man 
in solution. 


A MYSTERIOUS RACE, 


The Finns and Their Present Place in 
European Life. 

From MacMilian’s Magazine. 

The Finnish people, the people who have 
given their name to Finland, claim at start- 
ing a unique interestas the only branch of 
one of the primitive stocks of Europe which 
has reached to any measure of civilization 
and historic importance on its own soil. 
We need not dispute whether the two pre- 
Aryan stocks at two ends of Europe, that 
which is represented by the Basques, have 
any connection with one another. It is 
enough for our purpose that the Finnish race, 
once so widely spread, has in some parts 
given way to Aryan settlement, that in others 
it has madeifts way by conquest into iands 
already Aryan, while in one land it has stayed 
athomeand grown its own growth, under 
Aryan rule certainly, Dut undera rule which 
did not carry with it either displacement, 
bondage or assimilation. In the Magyar 
Kingdom the Finn, still speaking his Finnish 
tongue, bearsrule over Ayran subjects. In 
the Bulgarian lands, delivered and yet to be 
delivered, he has, as far as speech goes, been 
assimulated by Aryan subjects and neigh- 
bors. But he still keeps something which 
distinguishes him from other speakers of the 
kindred Slavonic tongues. In the Baltic 
provinces of Russia he still lives on through 
conquest after conquest, along with masters 
who have become sharers in his bondage. 
But on the northern side of their own gulf, a 
Finnish people still abide on their own soil, 
still keeping their national speech and 
national life, a speech and iife which have 
also endured through two conquests, Dut 
conquests each of which has served to raise 
the conquered to the level, oraboeve the level, 
of their conquerors. Conquest by Sweden 
brought Finland within the pale of the re- 
ligion and civilization of Europe. Conquest 
by Russia gave the Finnish people a distinct 
national being; Itnseparabie union with the 
dominions of a despotic ruler has to them 
meanta step in the path of freedom, a nearer 
approach than before to the full independ- 
ence Of a nation,
